drugs and then went underwa- 
ter?’’ This question is typical of the inquir- 
ies received from some of our newer 
readers. Many instructors categorically 
condemn all drug usage while diving. 
Most experienced divers just naturally as- 
sume the effects of drugs underwater 
would be extremely dangerous. 

But theory may not be a good enough 
answer. Exactly what does happen to a 
diver on drugs? Unfortunately, there is 
not much information published on the ef- 
fects of drugs underwater, leaving au- 
thorities without valid answers. 

Recognizing the fallacy of an arbitrary 
‘no,’ SKIN DIVER began its own investi- 
gation on the subject—compiling data 
from private interviews, confidential re- 
ports and tracking down rumors that 
have circulated among the ranks of scu- 
ba instructors. What we stumbled upon 
turned out to be frightening and we can 
now state absolutely, undeniably and em- 
phatically—drugs and diving don't mix. 

Although most drug users are reluctant 
to discuss their ‘‘trips’’ for fear of legal 
prosecution, the people we have come in 
contact with felt compelled to report their 
experiences in hopes of warning others 
of the serious dangers involved. Here is 
what we found: 
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U/W, DRUGS ARE A NO-NO 


It is a popular misconception among 
drug users that marijuana is one of the 
‘“‘soft drugs’’—not habit forming, quite 
controllable, relatively harmless and 
probably less injurious than drinking al- 
cohol. This is not the case as far as diving 
is concerned. Instead of discovering the 
much sought-after “beautiful trip,’ the 
stoned diver encounters disappointment, 
misery and has a better-than-average 
chance of drowning. 

A scuba instructor in Europe reported 
some unusually revealing facts about a 
series of experiments conducted by him 
and a group of friends. Under close ob- 
servation, dives were made from 10 to 30 
feet deep in 54°F water, using quarter- 
inch wetsuits. After smoking just one 
marijuana cigarette, every diver experi- 
enced intense, intolerable cold that even- 
tually drove him/her out of the water ina 
fraction of his/her normal exposure time. 
In most instances the divers could endure 
barely 10 minutes U/W when normally 
they felt comfortable for an hour or more. 

A reduction in breathholding capability 
was also quite noticeable. The instructor 
involved was an experienced free diver 
who could normally hold his breath for 
two and one-half to three minutes, but the 
effects of marijuana reduced this to a 
maximum of 30 seconds. He felt like a 
weak, out-of-shape beginner. 

Perhaps the most dangerous effect of 
the marijuana was on the divers’ minds 
and imaginations. All involved reported 
feeling great discomfort and irritation 
while underwater as well aS an over- 
whelming urge to terminate their dives. 
Sudden movements of kelp with surge 
would induce near panic and a peculiar 
sense of unexplainable apprehension be- 
came a constant companion. They re- 
mained jittery throughout the dives. 

The instructor involved in the experi- 
ment provided an interesting insight into 
the diver's subconscious workings. 
Throughout his marijuana dive, he could 
not dismiss a recurring thought about a 
shark attack that had happened seven 
years prior in an area approximately 
three miles away. He simply couldn’t 
shake the thought of this incident even 
though he had not seen a shark during 
six years of repeated diving on this site. 
The instructor had never before been 
concerned about sharks and had en- 


countered them several times while div- 
ing in other parts of the world. Yet, while 
under the influence of marijuana, his con- 
cern built up to the brink of paranoia. 

From this firsthand report it becomes 
obvious that marijuana is anything but a 
safe drug. It can amplify many of the un- 
pleasant underwater stimuli a diver trains 
so hard to overcome. Small things such 
as cold water; water up the nostrils; the 
urge to breathe; surge; and water in the 
eyes can develop into insurmountable 
problems for the drugged diver. Minus 
rational thinking and physical stamina, 
the diver is an easy mark for panic. It is 
also quite apparent the use of drugs 
while diving tends to release or reveal 
many of the diver’s basic (and normal) 
fears that have been suppressed and 
buried deep in the subconscious. Mari- 
juana could very well be the key that un- 
locks the door to your ‘‘monster closet.” 

We've received another report (this 
one second hand) about a group of div- 
ers experimenting with marijuana in wa- 
ters off Okinawa Island. The experiments 
were conducted several years ago and 
involved three or four divers who took 
turns observing the effects on one 
another. According to their reports, the 
effect was entirely different. In warm wa- 
ter the drug user becomes ultra-relaxed, 
sleepy, unaware, lazy and the ability to 
think or do work is reduced to nearly ze- 
ro. They described this phenomenon as 
a ‘‘gray-out’’—aware of things happening 
around you but unable to do anything 
about them. Upon reaching a depth of 
between 50 to 60 feet every one of the 
divers (at different times) became uncon- 
scious. They reported the experience as 
sort of simply going to sleep. Needless to 
say, these divers have ceased experi- 
menting and warned all of their friends to 
do the same. 

We recognize the effects of marijuana 
are bound to vary from one individual to 
another and may be dependent on the 
strength or quality of the drug. However, 
the general effect is the same: Euphoria 
U/W does not await the drug user. 

The myth of marijuana underwater has 
been exposed by those very users who 
were eager to experience the super trip. 
Don't experiment—it’s been done and the 
results are disappointing. Don’t try that 
first trio—it may be your last. >

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Answers: Multi-level Diving 


1. B. Commercial diving companies. 
A number of commercial diving compa- 
nies have developed and use their own 
dive tables and procedures. They have 
employed experts to devise and test 
procedures to meet the needs of the 
working diver. One such procedure is 
multi-level diving. 


2. C. 1976. | first introduced the con- 
cept of multi-level diving with a paper 
at the Eighth International Conference 
on Underwater Education in San Diego, 
California. The purpose of the presen- 
tation was to request information on 
the feasibility of the procedure. Follow- 
ing my presentation, Bruce Bassett 
made me aware that the technique 
was being used by commercial divers. 


3. D. A or B but not C. The bottom 
time may be determined by means of 
equivalent time, which is the amount of 
bottom time required to attain the 
same repetitive group designation at 
one depth as compared to another. 
This equivalent time is then added to 
the additional time spent at the shal- 
lower ‘depth. The ascent to a shallower 
depth can also be figured as a repeti- 
tive dive, with the no-decompression 
limit for the new depth reduced by the 
residual nitrogen time.

The procedure is included in 
the curriculum at some marine technol- 
ogy vocational schools because it is 
valuable in the work environment and 
because the activities of commercial 
divers can be carefully planned and 
controlled.

| have tried, through this quiz, to educate the reader regarding a contro- 
versial topic and to clarify appropriate use of this interesting procedure. 
My personal observations suggest that divers are generally lacking in 
proficiency with dive table calculations. Based on this, | discourage mul- 
ti-level dives except for controlled resort settings. The table calcula- 
tions are complex, there are numerous rules to be applied and the extra 
dive time gained probably isn’t worth the risk. If you want to make multi- 
level dives, | suggest use of a proven decompression computer, which 
will make all of the complex calculations for you.

boat, Hobbit out of North Palm Beach 
County, Florida said: ‘The Second Annu- 
al Greater Fi. Lauderdale Shipwreck 
Symposium presented the most interest- 
ing program and best variety of wreck ex- 
hibits I've ever seen. The treasure dis- 
plays were dazzling and inspirational.”’ 

‘We needed inspiration and a larger 
audience,’ said Jeff Pollard, symposium 
coordinator, ‘‘and we sure got it when 
Mel Fisher hit the Mother Lode a little 
more than a week before our gathering. 

“Of course it was all planned that 
way, Pollard smiled, ‘‘but seriously 
speaking, it added a large measure of ex- 
citement to the symposium and Mel's talk 
drew the largest audience we've had.” 

Eleven days before the symposium, 
Fisher’s divers from Treasure Sailvors, 
Inc. found one of the largest underwater 
caches ever recorded—what Fisher calls 
the ‘‘Mother Lode.”’ Working in 50 feet of 
water off the Marquesas Keys, 40 miles 
from Key West, Florida, divers brought 
up 250 silver bars, 25,000 silver coins 
stored in eight treasure chests, silver- 
ware, copper ingots and a variety of arti- 
facts from the Nuestra Senora de Atocha. 
Fisher's exhibit included gold and silver 
coins, jewelry and a golden cup from the 
Atocha, but his slide show depicted 
treasures and memories gleaned from 17 
years of tracing the history and tracking 
the trove of the Spanish galleons of the 
1622 and 1715 treasure fleets. He has 
pursued the Atocha for many years and 
this, his third strike on the elusive galleon, 
was by far the largest. 

The symposium audience was en- 
thralled by the man they call ‘the dean of 
treasure divers’’ who admitted that as a 
child he read all about pirates and treas- 
ures. Fisher said, ‘The first question peo-

ple ask is, ‘How much is it all worth?’ But 
| honestly can’t talk about it in terms of 
dollars and cents. It's one of the greatest 
archaeological projects we have under- 
taken and could be one of the biggest 
and best in history. Some of the treasure 
will eventually be donated to museums, 
but most of all | want people, especially 
children, to see it on display and be able 
to understand and appreciate the history 
behind it all.” 

The history was explained to the audi- 
ence by archaeologist Duncan Mathew- 
son whose best selling book about the 
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Atocha appeared two years ago. 

“We mapped a shipwreck scatter pat- 
tern over four years ago,’ Mathewson 
said, ‘‘to track this and other wrecks 
spread over the coral and sand. The 550 
ton vessel was broken up all over the 
place, but we made an initial find of bal- 
last, gold, silver, munitions and artifacts 
on the southeast end of a long axis we 
call ‘the big pile.’ Later, we found nine 
bronze cannons that delighted us be- 
cause we were beginning to prove some 
of our hypothesis. And, we were training 
divers to carry out this archaeology and 
formulate their own conclusions. You 
don't need a Ph.D. in archaeology to 
identify a 17th century anchor fluke from 
an 18th century one. Many of our divers 
learned through experience.’ 

But in 1980 the Atocha search led Ma- 
thewson and his divers to a sister ship, 
the Santa Margarita, and all energies 
shifted to that site. In March 1985 they re- 
turned to the Atocha, another scatter pat- 
tern emerged and guns, rigging, barrel 
hoops and other clues were uncovered. 

“Finally we hit the classic Mother 
Lode,’’ Mathewson said as he dia- 
grammed the site on a chalk board be- 
fore a captivated audience. “We found 
rigging, copper sheathing and a moun- 
tain of silver bars. The site is 100 feet 
long and 60 feet wide. Other archaeolo- 
gists, sport divers and | will be mapping, 
gridding, surveying and photographing 
the site. Then the artifacts will be pre- 
served. In my opinion, these will be some 
of the most wonderful archaeological 
riches we will ever see.” 

For all treasures found, there are plenty 
remaining in the sea and perhaps some 
that are non-existent. Gary Kozak, Klein 
Associates, Salem, New Hampshire gave 
a slide presentation of his discovery of 
the fabled Dean Richmond, probably one 
of the most sought after shipwrecks on 
the Great Lakes. Lost in a raging storm in 
Lake Erie in 1893, the vessel was ru- 
mored to have a large shipment of goid 
aboard, secretly brought to the dock by 
a Pinkerton Agency or American Express 
just before the ship sailed. This was com- 
mon practice in those days in order to 
thwart robberies. 

In eight years Kozak searched over 
550 square miles of water and discov- 
ered 31 virgin wrecks before he side- 
scanned the Dean Richmond, sunk up- 
side down, 100 feet deep. Five miles off 
the northeastern shore of Pennsylvania, 
the Dean yielded several tons of lead and 
zinc ingots, the ship’s compass, china- 
ware and bags of flour. The flour was in- 
tact but turned rancid when Kozak 
brought it topside. The burlap was pre- 
served with the company’s name still im- 
printed on it. 

“The safe with the gold remains a mys- 
tery,’ Kozak said. ‘‘That story never 
came out until 10 years after the sinking 
and neither American Express nor the

This month Chris Wachholz, the assis- 
tant director of the Divers Alert Network 
(DAN), discusses medical support for 
sport diving. DAN has succeeded in pro- 
viding a line of communication for divers 
who need medical information and refer- 
ral to a hyperbaric treatment center. The 
organization will, however, need your 
continuing support to provide this impor- 
tant service. 


Bie from sport scuba diving pose a 
unique problem for the emergency 
medical system (EMS). While there are 
relatively few injuries in a sport enjoyed 
by over two million people, the nature of 
these injuries require prompt specific 
care to result in a positive outcome. This 
article will discuss some of the problems 
that inhibit the care of an injured diver. 
Such problems are: lack of appropriate 
chambers available 24 hours a day; lack 
of personnel trained to recognize and 
treat diving injuries; great distances be- 
tween treatment resources; expense of 
treatment, transport and inadequate in- 
surance coverage; lack of recognition of 
symptoms by divers and health care 
workers; growth of the sport. 

For years the conventional advice for 
sport scuba divers in dealing with a div- 
ing emergency has been, ‘‘go to the 
nearest chamber.’’ This hand-me-down 
advice from the military and commercial 
diving industry makes sense when the 
nearest chamber is nearby. This is not 
the case for sport divers who may be 
hundreds of miles from the nearest 
chamber and possibly farther from one 
capable of providing help. 

Not all chambers can or are available 
for providing help for all types of scuba 
related injuries. While there are over 200 
chambers in the U.S., Canada, and Car- 
ibbean, there are only about 50 that regu- 
larly accept referrals of divers. Many of 
these chambers do not accept all types 
of diving injuries. 

DAN is not so much a formal organiza- 
tion of chambers as it is a means of facili- 
tating Communication between divers, 
non-diving physicians and existing treat- 
ment resources. Consequently, a variety 
of chambers make up the DAN network, 
offering varying levels of care. 

DAN prefers to send divers to hospital 
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based multiplace chambers, but as there 
are so few, DAN also relies on commer- 
cial, military, scientific and monoplace 
chambers. The military, commercial and 
scientific chambers are generally not 
near hospitals. They generally have little 
in the way of medical supplies or person- 
nel. Frequently, a physician will not be 
present and may only be able to advise 
the tenders and operations by phone. 

These chambers do the best they can 
but have difficulty in supporting a gravely 
ill patient or one requiring a saturation 
therapy table (which may last two or 
more days). Physical therapy and other 
supportive services generally available at 
major hospitals are also lacking. 


Many hyperbaric chambers do not treat recreational divers or are so far from resort

LACK OF PERSONNEL 

Besides a lack of hardware, there is a 
lack of people-ware. There are very few 
physicians trained in diving medicine. 
There is a great deal of difference be- 
tween the physician trained to examine or 
treat injured divers and physicians orient- 
ed to diving medicine through a one 
week course. 

Generally, training in the practice of 
diving medicine can only be had through 
the military or a three week course put on 
annually by the National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric Administration (NOAA). Since 





areas as to require specialized air transport of the victim from dive site to chamber. 


A monoplace chamber has space for 
only one person, the patient, and is pres- 
surized with 100 percent oxygen. These 
have been established in greater fre- 
quency than multiplace chambers be- 
cause they are relatively inexpensive and 
are easy to maintain and operate. 

Pressurizing with 100 percent oxygen 
limits the total treatment time allowed un- 
der pressure because of risk of oxygen 
toxicity. Because of this reason and be- 
cause a Chamber tender cannot accom- 
pany the patient to care for or evaluate 
his/her progress, many physicians be- 
lieve monoplace chambers have limited 
use. One advantage of monoplace cham- 


NOAA began this program they have 
trained approximately 200 diving physi- 
cians. If physicians who have received 
diving medicine training in the military but 
are now practicing as Civilians are includ- 
ed, the total number of diving physicians 
in the U.S. is probably well under 1,000. 
This does not mean that DAN has 1,000 
physicians available for referrals, as no 
directory of diving physicians exists. 
DAN is trying to compile a list for inter- 
nal use but it will take a long time. Non- 
emergency callers to DAN who seek a lo- 
cal diving physician are often frustrated 
to find this out. This is particularly true of

A Delectable Diver's Delicacy

There are very few seafood delights 
that are a sure fire catch for the scuba 
diver. Lobsters can be very scarce and 
difficult to catch; spearfishing can be a 
very frustrating experience, leaving the 
diver with an empty game bag; scallops 
are not always easy to find; but mussels, 


those lovely, tasty delicacies, are always 


this animal grow rather quickly around > 


onage ey ee ae jetties, with 


ones, “This crecies | a thick mass of shell 


there, waiting for the collector. 

Now that you've found them, how do 
you know which ones to take? Don't be 
turned off by the drab looking growth on 
the outside of the shell, choose the size 
that appeals to you and pick away. But 
first, remember that mussels close to 
sand are most likely to have a sandy 
taste. Because it is a filter feeder, the 
mollusk will draw sand into its siphon if it 
is suspended in the water column. So, 
climb higher on the wreck or the rock 
pile, where the sands don't reach, and 
pry the mussel from its foothold. Load 
them into your goodie bag and head for 
the surface. Remember, these delicacies 
will add weight! Proceed cautiously. 

Two important cautions exist with mus- 
sels. One, if you gather the shellfish from 
jetties or bridge abutments, do not take 
those that are out of the water during tidal

Now, 
the real secret to cleaning mussels: As 


the boat starts its trio back to the dock, tie 


the game bag onto a 10-15 foot long, | 


sturdy line and tow it behind the boat. The 
line should be tied around the bag below 


the handle and not to the handle itself. 
The attachment of the handie to the bag 
is the weak point of the system and the 
area where the bag will tear first. The flow 
of water through the bag will tumble the 
mussels and remove the majority of the 
growth from the shell exteriors. A word of 
caution: If the boat is traveling at high 
speed or if the bag is overloaded, the 
game bag will not stand up to the drag of 
the water and may tear open. 

Once back at the dock, the mussels 
must be gotten home so that they can be 
prepared for dinner. Transporting them 
covered with wet rags in a bucket, or 
packing them on ice would be a suitable 
means of transport. Do not allow the 
mussels to sink into melting ice water as 
the shock of sudden immersion in fresh 
water may kill them. Transporting them in 
a bucket of seawater can also lead to 
trouble. The bivalves will quickly use up 
all the oxygen in the water causing them 
to expire. Bacteria multiply quickly in a 
dead mussel, so they must be discarded. 

Now all that remains is to cook the 
mussel to savor the delight of a catch 
fresh from the sea. Most people are 
amazed at the difference between a 
sels eg Oe pes ae and one

rated at ASA/ISO 400, for exposures 
from 1/2 to 1/10,000 second. Color bal- 
anced for a 5500K light source, 3M Co- 
lorSlide 400 can be exposed with sun- 
light or strobe. It has a new emulsion with 
a double layer for yellow, magenta and 
cyan to optimize sharpness, resolution 
and contrast. 

To give you an idea of how much expo- 
sure is required topside at 1/500 second, 
average apertures would be: f/22 for 
bright or hazy sun on sand or snow; f/16 
for bright or hazy sun with distinct shad- 
ows; f/8 for cloudy bright with no shad- 
ows; and f/5.6 for overcast sky or open 
shade. If you are taking topside scenics 
or photographing from an airplane, 3M 
recommends a UV (ultraviolet) or 1S 
(skylight) filter. ' 

Underwater, on a sunny day at tropical 
locations such as Grand Cayman, an ex- 
posure of about f/16 at 1/90 second 
would be common at about 35 feet. In 
dirty water, where you would be more apt 
to use 3M ColorSlide 400, you could ex- 
pose at f/5.6 and 1/60 second in situa- 
tions where f/2.8 and 1/30 second 
would be required with an ISO 100 film. 
If you wish to use a filter, such as the UR 
PRO, to brighten your sunlight expo- 
sures, the high ISO 400 film speed helps 
compensate for the full stop of light the fil- 
ter holds back. 

We tested 3M ColorSlide 400 during a 
recent trip to the Sea of Cortez aboard 
the Baja Explorador. Cathy loaded her 
Nikonos V with film, set it for A (auto), 
preset the aperture for f/8 and left her 
strobe behind. Her subjects were the sea 
lions at Los Islotes. We entered the water 
and swam to the base of the towering 
rocks to meet the sea lions. They intro- 
duced themselves quickly—darting 
around us with amazing speed and 
grace. Visibility wasn't the best, so they 
would suddenly appear without warning. 
Never having worked with sea lions be- 
fore, we were so concerned with learning 
how to react to them that our photogra- 
phy suffered at first. We were quite excit- 
ed when one female made several close 
passes at Cathy, nipping at her hair. 
Then, she swerved off to nip at the dome 
port of Jim’s video camera. 

Our pictures weren't the world’s best, 
but we did manage to get several shots 
of the speedy, frolicking females. One 
huge bull glided briefly through the scene 
as though he were the Goodyear Blimp 
and stared at the camera. We didn't see 
him until the last minute, but did manage 
to squeeze off a couple shots. The 3M 
ColorSlide 400 saved the day. 

The Salvatierra was the last dive of the 
trip. Jim was anxious to finish the 3M Co- 
lorSlide 400 test exposures. The water 
was very murky, with visibility less than 
20 feet and there was a moderately 


strong current. 

On the bottom, we searched desper- 
ately for an upward view and an open 
Space in the wreckage in which Cathy 
could pose. We drifted along with the cur- 
rent and Jim finally saw a setup. He had 
Cathy look through his 15mm viewfinder 
to see the scene and how she could re- 
late to it. Because of the current, she 
would alternately swim to hold her posi- 
tion while posing and then drift through 
the scene to rest. 

Jim, weighted with extra lead, knelt on 
the bottom. He set his 15mm lens for five 
feet. The aperture was f/5.6 at 1/90 sec- 
ond. He set his SB-103 for 1/4 power 
and held it as high above the camera as 
possible for his horizontal shots and as 
far to the side as possible for his verti- 
cals. Its purpose was only to trigger the 
SB-102 strobe Cathy held. Her strobe, 
set for slave mode and 1/16 power, 
would flash when Jim’s strobe flashed. 
This gave us a ‘‘photographer at work’’ 
picture. The water was dark and dirty, but 
these were the conditions that 3M Co- 
lorSlide 400 was designed for. A slower 
speed film couldn't have done the job. 

When examining our slides on a 5500K 
light box with a Kodak loupe, we could 
see that 3M ColorSlide 400 was, natural- 
ly, grainier than slower speed films. While 
these slides can be used for making 
prints on color reversal papers, we be- 
lieve that projection is where this film per- 
forms best. Because 3M ColorSlide 400 
is designed for standard E-6 processing, 
you can have it developed at any dive re- 
sort that offers overnight color slide proc- 
essing. Or, you can process the film in 
your room with a Kodak Hobby-Pac Kit. 
Cathy processed our test exposures in 
standard E-6 chemicals and included 
some Ektachromes and a Fujichrome in 
the runs as a double check for errors. All 
the film turned out fine. 

While 3M ColorSlide 400 can be stored 
at room temperature during your dive 
trip, place it in your refrigerator or freezer 


for long-term storage below 50°F. 


Opened film, unexposed or exposed, is 
best stored below 50°F at a relative hu- 
midity below 50 percent. You can simply 
place the cassettes of exposed film in an 
airtight container with a couple packets of 
silica-gel, then put the container in the re- 
frigerator. Avoid storing unpackaged film, 
unexposed or exposed, in a hot automo- 
bile or in new furniture that may emit for- 
malin vapors. The vapors, as well as 
steam, spray products or exhaust gases 
from engines, can also affect the film. We 
put the exposed cassettes of film into 
canisters immediately and get them into 
a cool dark place as soon as possible.

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From The Andrea Doria 


s with all tales of sunken treasure, 

this story begins with tragedy at 
sea. On the calm, clear evening of Ju- 
ly 25, 1956, the Swedish ship MS 
Stockholm and the Italian liner SS An- 
drea Doria were both plying their trade 
in the Northeast shipping lanes, Un- 
known to either captain, fate had al- 
ready decided the paths of these great 
vessels were destined to cross. 

At 11:10 pm, the bow of the Stock- 
holm sliced into the Andrea Doria's 
starboard side, striking the hull just 
below the captain's bridge. The mo- 
mentum and terrific size of these two 
ships created instant disaster for both 
vessels. It was a mortal blow to the 
Andrea Doria, the post-war pride of 
the Italian fleet. Losing power, adrift 
on the North Atlantic, she sank 11 
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BY BILL GLEASON 


hours later. The Stockholm, badly 
damaged, with portions of her bow 
torn away, managed to make it back 
to port. Fifty-two people perished—46 
on the Doria and 6 on the Stockholm— 
in a maritime tragedy that has no logi- 
cal explanation. 

Two days later, underwater photog- 
rapher Peter Gimbel became the first 
man to visit the Doria in her final rest- 
ing place. His black and white photo- 
graphs, taken in eerie light 180 feet 
below the surface, were immediately 
published in the premier magazine of 
the time, Life. For Gimbel, this first 
dive was the beginning of a 30 year 
odyssey. Counting this first trip, he 
would mount six expeditions to the 
vessel over the next 25 years, log 
countless dives and dispel the rumors 








that surround the tragedy. 

Gimbel’s first expeditions chroni- 
cled the decay of the once proud liner 
and usually found their way to the 
public, again in the pages of Life. In 
the early ’70s, Gimbel also produced 
his first full scale documentary, Blue 
Water, White Death, the definitive 
work on the great white shark. With 
experience in underwater films al- 
ready under his belt, Gimbel then re- 
turned to the Doria. In 1975, with his 
wife, Elga Andersen, Peter returned to 
the ship to film The Mystery of the An- 
drea Doria, aired by CBS in March of 
1976. What mystery? The Andrea 
Doria was designed to be ‘‘unsink- 
able,’’ with a series of watertight com- 
partments that would allow even a se- 
riously injured vessel to float. One per-

sistent rumor claimed neglect on the 
part of the crew; a door between these 
watertight compartments was said to 
have been deliberately propped open 
and the subsequent flooding was re- 
sponsible for the sinking of the ship. 
As a result of his work on this expedi- 
tion Gimbel speculated, but could not 
prove, that the damage to the ship 
was so extensive that the compart- 
ment theory just wouldn’t hold up. 

The other persistent rumor con- 
cerned treasure. Speculation had it 
that a fortune in gems had gone down 
with the ship, intact in the first class 
safe, just waiting for a diver willing to 
brave the cold, dark, low visibility, 
treacherous currents and tremendous 
depth (180 to 240 feet) that mark the 
grave of the Andrea Doria. Although 
Gimbel discounted the gems story, he 
felt he could finally solve the mystery 
of the Andrea Doria with a final expe- 
dition to the wreck. In 1981, using so- 
phisticated saturation diving tech- 
niques, The Doria Project was mount- 
ed. Extensive penetration of the ship 
was accomplished and the profes- 
sional divers who worked with Peter 
and Elga returned home with every- 
thing they set out to find. The penetra- 
tion of the hull conclusively proved 
that the starboard side of the Doria 
was ripped open, flooding at least 
three of the watertight compartments 
simultaneously and causing the un- 
sinkable ship to sink. 

But what about the treasure? On the 
deck of the expedition vessel lay a 
safe, salvaged intact from the wreck. 
Now speculation and rumor really 
started to fly. Were Gimbel and Elga 
instant millionaires? No one really 
knew what the safe contained. It was 
deposited at the New York Aquarium, 
first in the shark tank and later in a 
cold water tank. Plans were made to 
open it. At this time, it was known the 
safe was from the first class bank of 
the Andrea Doria, operated by an Ital- 
ian bank, Credito Italiano. There were 
no known records of its contents. © 

On August 16, 1984, on national TV, 
the door to the safe was removed. As 
this happened, a blinding rain squall 
struck the outdoor event, causing 
some speculation that the luck of the 
Andrea Doria had followed the safe to 
the New York Aquarium. Packs of 
United States silver certificates floated 
to the surface of the water from the 
safe, confirming Peter and Elga’s long

held conviction that currency, not dia- 
monds and gems, would be the final 
yield of the safe from the Doria. 
Further exploration of the safe over 
the next few days reinforced this theo- 
ry and turned it to fact. The diamonds 
were just a rumor and Gimbel’s odys- 
sey was almost over. Having dispelled 
both of the mysteries surrounding the 
tragic loss of the Doria, only one proj- 
ect remained. What do you do with 
currency that has been submerged for 
more than 25 years in salt water? 
Conservators were called in. These 
scientists and craftsmen specialize in 
saving and preserving artifacts from 


. the past. In the case of the thousands 


of bills recovered from the safe (in 
packets that had fused together), this 
iS an ongoing, painstaking job. Each 
bill has to be delicately peeled from 
the pack, washed, rinsed several 
times, deacidified, flattened, blotted 
and carefully dried under weights and 
laboratory conditions for several days. 

This process continues today. Al- 
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ready, Italian notes in 50, 100 and 
1,000 lire denominations have been 
salvaged nearly intact. This includes 
at least one of the serial numbers. The 
sea has etched a distinct pattern on 
each bill. United States silver certifi- 
cates, removed from circulation in 
1963, have also been conserved. 
Peter Gimbel and Elga Andersen 
are offering limited amounts of these 
bills to the public. After the painstaking 
and expensive process of conserva- 
tion, the bills are mounted in optical 
grade acrylic, one and one-half inches 
thick, along with a signed certificate of 
authenticity. These are bound at the 


corners with solid naval brass fasten- 


ers. The artifacts are enclosed in a lin- 


en covered box, complete witha | 


booklet outlining the tragedy of the last 
day the Andrea Doria sailed the sea.

though the name Beuchat may not 

be familiar to divers in the U.S., this 
French company has been making dive 
equipment for 40 years. Its founder, 
George Beuchat, invented the vented fin 
20 years ago. Updated in a light, modern 
thermoplastic elastomer, this fin is now 
available in this country for the first time. 
Called the Contact, you can get it with 
either a white or a graphite blade. 

The medium size Contacts are 20% 
inches long by 8% inches wide. They are 
extremely light, weighing in at 3 lbs., 8 
oz. per pair.

inches shorter, weighs almost one pound 
more.) This makes the Contact a good 
choice for traveling divers. 

The foot pocket of the Contact is of a 
soft, comfortable olefin plastic. It looks 
and feels like a lightweight rubber. The 
pocket is wide enough to accommodate 
almost any bootie clad foot. Because it is 
so pliable, there are plastic forms that 
should be inserted when the fin is being 
stored to prevent it from sagging or be- 
coming misshaped. (This won't affect 
performance, only aesthetics.) The straps 
are traditional neoprene, with ridges to 
secure them in their stainless steel buck- 
les and tabs to aid in pulling the fins on. 
As mentioned before, the Contact is 
vented, to improve performance. 

Whether you choose the Contact 
Graphite or the Contact Clear depends 
mostly on your reasons for diving. If you 





are an underwater model, you'll want the 
Clear. Its translucent white blade is very 
photogenic. If you are a photographer or 
game collector, you'll probably want the 
Graphite. When graphite is added to fin 
blades it increases stiffness and resilien- 
cy, producing a snappier fin and more 
powerful kick. 

SKIN DIVER tested both fins on a trip 
to Catalina. Although | expected the 
Graphite to be harder to use, that was not 
the case. If there was a difference be- 
tween it and the Clear, it was hard to de- 
tect. Both Contacts were very comfort- 
able and easy to use. They gave me plen- 
ty of power without causing leg or ankle 
fatigue. They worked as well on the sur- 
face as they did underwater. Both models 
float in salt water. 

The Contact fins are available in three 
sizes: small, medium and large. There 
are also full foot pocket versions of both. 
In the Clear small size the foot pocket 
comes in pink and blue as well as black. 
The full foot pocket models were so new 
when we went to press that no prices had 
been established. 

Although they need no special mainte- 
nance, none of the Contact fins should be 
exposed to high—167°F or above—tem- 
peratures. You would be wise not to let 
them sit in sun in the tropics. The adjust- 
able Contact Clear sells for $49.95, the 
Graphite for $54. This makes them 
among the most economical fins on the 
market.

JULIA CHILD 
GOES TO SEA 


Famous Chef Visits 
Santa Barbara Urchin Divers

he famed chef of American television, 

Julia Child, went on a sea urchin div- 
ing expedition recently, taking with her a 
spoon so she could eat what divers 
brought up immediately. 

The salty episode was filmed by a 
Good Morning America crew in Santa 
Barbara, California. Julia moved around 
in front of the cameras for four segments 
called Julia Child’s Santa Barbara. 

The idea of the series, said producer 
Sonya Selby-Wright, was to show Julia in 
her favorite cooking grounds, Santa Bar- 
bara. The first segment features the his- 
torical Spanish side of town, with Julia 
visiting Mexican food establishments; the 
second focuses on Julia visiting avocado 
and lemon ranches; and the third has her

on an offshore oil platform where a chef 
cooks up a special, out-at-sea feast. 

An important part of the series shows 
Julia on a sea urchin boat, talking with 
divers Jon Holcomb and Greg Hufft about 
the spiky seafood delicacy, which she 
said is one of her favorites. 

“| like to eat them as is,’’ she said. “‘If 
more people ate sea urchins, they'd love 
them. | brought my special sea urchin 
spoon for this occasion.”’ 

She talked with the divers about the 
sea urchin/sea otter problem that faces 
the Santa Barbara Channel and ex- 
pressed amazement at a Fish and Wild- 
life plan to transplant otters to the off- 
shore islands. These islands are lucrative 
diving grounds for sea urchins, which are 
a favorite food of the otter. 

Julia said she worried about what 
would happen to the urchin fishery in the 
Santa Barbara Channel. ‘‘Who thinks 
about people?’ she asked. ‘‘Otters are

cute, but aren't there other places for the 


otters, so we can all get along?”’ 

Fish, said Julia, is a culinary love of 
hers, but she Is ‘‘passionate’’ about the 
way it is kept. How fishermen handle the 
fish is one of the most important parts of 
fish-eating, she said. ‘‘Fish have to be 
bled and gutted at sea. It makes all the 
difference in the world.’ 

The best way to cook fish, Julia said, is 
the “‘simple way’’—poached on top of the 
stove, in a little salted, vinegared water. 
While she thinks California halibut is ‘‘too 
mushy,’ she finds shark ‘‘delicious.”’ 

Accompanying Julia to sea was her 
husband of many years, Paul Child. The 
two have been married since the end of 
World War Il. (‘Il can’t remember, it 
seems It was about then. | haven’t got it 
with me,’ said Mr. Child.) The couple 
traveled extensively with his duties in the 
Foreign Service, which included two and 
one-half years in China, and today they 
continue traveling with Julia’s cooking 
exploits. Their main home is in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts, but they spend 
part of each year in Santa Barbara. 

“All that ice, snow and slush—we had 
to find a more reasonable place for the 
winter,’ Julia said. ‘‘We came to Santa 
Barbara and we were suddenly transport- 
ed to heaven.”’ 

She said her first reactions to the 
ocean were anything but dispassionate. 
‘‘| was three years old and they took me 
to the beach,” she recalled. ‘| sat down 
and screamed. | wouldn't go anywhere 
near it.” 

she said her career is the result of 
good luck and timing. ‘| was lucky being 
the first cook on TV and | also came 
along at a time when people were inter- 
ested in cooking.’ 

In spite of the busy schedule she now 
keeps because of her successful career, 
her life revolves mainly around her mar- 
riage. Julia and her husband are insepa- 
rable. She is a towering six foot, two 
inches, he is not quite as tall. He has a 
droll and clever wit, she has the crazier 
kind. (‘She’s wild, you never know what 
she's going to come out with,’’ he said.) 

At the Santa Barbara Harbor, Julia vis- 
ited with local fishermen and watched a 
shrimp boat unload its catch. She ex- 
pressed concern about the baby fish that 
were being tossed out by the shrimp fish- 
ermen. ‘Don’t you do anything with these 
fishes?’’ she asked. ‘‘They’d be delicious 
in soup, or you could fry them.”’ 

she asked someone about the pelagic 
red crabs, those crustaceanic holdovers 
from El Nifo. Was there much meat in 
them, or could a person grind up the 
whole animal? | 

The Good Morning America crew 
moved about, filming Julia talking about 
the shrimp and crabs. Paul Child, mean- 
while, stayed in the background, watch- 
ing his wife in action. Every day with Julia 
is variable, he said. ‘‘That’s one thing 
about her,’ he explained, ‘you can never 
be sure what is going to happen.” >.

DERRICKS BECOME 
FLORIDA REEFS 


A huge, barge-mounted crane recently 
lowered five sections of two former oil 
derricks to the ocean floor off Hallandale 
Beach, Florida. The sections included a 
drilling platform and two 50 foot tall sup- 
port frames, set in 100 feet of water, and 
two 86 foot tall support frames, set in 200 
feet. All sections were placed upright on 
the bottom to create artificial reefs. 

The derricks, donated to the artificial 
reef program by Tenneco Oil Company, 
had been inspected by the Coast Guard 
to ensure they were not contaminated. 
The placement of the rig sections in an 
east-west line less than two miles off- 
shore is expected to attract a variety of 
reef dwelling and pelagic fish as marine 
growth establishes itself on the frame-

One of the new- 
est items is the Freedom 1 BC Jacket. 
The name is apt—the BC offers its user 
freedom in several areas: 

Freedom of movement: The Freedom 1 
BC is designed for a low drag profile, 
which offers less resistance to movement 
through the water. You'll expend less en- 
_ gergy swimming. The wide open should- 
ers of the jacket allow complete freedom 
of arm movement. 

Freedom from discomfort: The jacket 
offers a variety of adjustments for a cus- 
tom fit—when set up properly you can 
just slip it on and forget you’re wearing it. 
The front and back panels of the BC are 
joined to each other (in the area of the 
diver’s ribs) by a wide Cordura band with 
sewn-on edge taping. There are nylon 
webbing straps on each side of the jacket 
that slip through plastic buckles. These 
can be adjusted to position the front pan- 
els as close to the back panels as de- 
sired, accommodating a wide variety of 
chest sizes. Two similar nylon webbing 
straps secure the front of the BC and tai- 
lor it to chest size. The lower of these 
straps weaves through a wide, padded 
band that encircles the diver’s waist. This 
band closes with Velcro® and can be ad- 
justed to accommodate a range of waist 
sizes. (The large Freedom 1 BC comes 
standard with a large waist band and the 
medium jacket comes with a medium 
band. Small and extra large bands are 
available as options.) 

The Freedom 1 BC is sturdy. Ithasa 15 
mil thick urethane inner bladder and a 
tough Cordura nylon outer cover. All 
seams are double sewn for strength. 
There are large mesh drain areas at the 
bottom of each panel and the inner blad- 
der is accessed through a non-corrodible 
zipper. With the combination low pres- 
sure/manual inflation/deflation hose, you 
Know operating the BC will be easy, even 
when you're in a hurry. And, you can't 
overinflate it. There’s an overpressure 
valve on the back right panel. With the 
optional CO, cartridge, you can fill the BC 
even if you run out of air. 

The plastic backpack connects, by 
means of two stainless screws, to a 
curved tank guide on the back of the BC. 
This and the tank band have rubber in- 
serts to prevent tank slippage. The tank 
band is flexible nylon webbing and se- 
cures with a stainless steel Snap-over 
buckle. There is an additional strap 
above the tank band that serves as a Car- 
rying handle. 

The Freedom 1 BC has two huge pock- 
ets. Both have a wide expanse of mesh 
on the back for drainage. Both have Vel- 
cro closing top flaps and can expand out- 
ward (by an ingenious use of Velcro tabs) 
to accommodate large objects. The

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Acuty mouse was visiting his cous- 
in in a large city. About to board a 
Subway train, the country cousin was 
hustled to a different platform by his host. 
‘‘We’ll take the express instead,’ the city 
mouse said. ‘‘We'll save a minute.’’ 
‘“Great,'’ said the country mouse. 
‘“What'll we do with it?” 

A similar paradox is evolving from the 
discovery of one of the greatest ships of 
all time—the RMS Titanic. A cry has al- 
ready gone out: ‘Raise the Jitanic!’’ But 
it's followed by still another shout: ‘Now 
we ve found it, what'll we do with it?”’ 
Bring her up>—some people say—and like 
King Midas, play with all her riches. Ru- 
mored to hold a king’s ransom in jewels 
and gold, some of it belonging to 10 mil- 
lionaires aboard the luxury liner when it 
sank in 1912, the wreck rests 13,000 feet 
deep, 500 miles east of Newfoundland. 

It also entombs the bones of over 
1,500 passengers and crew who were 
stranded aboard a brand new vessel that 
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failed to stock enough lifeboats. Survi- 
vors—there were 713 (21 are still living)— 
and relatives of survivors heartily agree 
that the 882 foot long, 43,628 ton wreck 
should be left alone, a memorial to loved 
ones lost in the greatest peacetime disas- 
ter at sea. 

A U.S./French expedition, sponsored 
by the French Institute of Research, 
Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution 
and the National Geographic Society, 
worked from the U.S. Navy survey ship, 
RV Knorr. The crew began its search, 
narrowed down beforehand by a French 
vessel, Le Suroit, August 5 and found the 
Titanic on September 1, using a French- 
made SAR submarine sonar system and 
American-made Argo U/W cameras. 

Expedition leader, Dr. Robert Ballard, 
Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution, 
Cape Cod, Massachusetts, described the 
remote-control television survey made of 
the 73 year old wreck. 

“The Titanic sits upright on the bottom, 





its bow facing north with two of its four 
majestic stacks pointing upward. It’s in 
an area of geologic upheavals—immense 
sand dunes that look like the Sahara Des- 
ert. The number one forward stack Is on 
the bottom with sediment and growth on 
it. The stern is broken off, lying in pieces 
near the rest of the ship. The wreck re- 
sembles a ghost ship sailing in a grave- 
yard two and one-half miles deep. It looks 
like a Museum piece in superb condition. 
Our Argo robot lights and cameras video- 
taped gaping holes in the TJitanic’s hull 
and boilers; winches, cranes, wine bot- 
tles, luggage and a silver tray strewn 
around the wreck.”’ 

Ballard said he is glad it’s all over. He 
was at sea many months constantly 
tracking, testing and analyzing the ocean 
bottom before narrowing the search pat- 
tern. The main objective of the expedition 
was to test the Argo and Ballard thought 
looking for the Titanic would be the ideal 
way to do it. Thirteen thousand feet was 





The gigantic luxury liner RMS Titanic 
sank in 1912, after a collision with an 
iceberg. The tales of tragedy and 
heroism, and the mysteries surrounding 
the sinking, have made the Titanic the 
most famous of all shipwrecks. After 
the ship sank it wasn’t found for 73 
years. A joint U.S./French expedition 
located her remains on September 1 
this year in 13,000 feet Of water 500 
miles off the coast of Newfoundland. 
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sort of duck soup for the eight foot long, 
three foot wide Argo that can ‘‘see”’ 
much deeper using a sophisticated sys- 
tem of cameras, sonar and TV. Ironically, 
a new French remote acoustic system 
(SAR) narrowed the search considerably, 
but the big hit was made by an ordinary 
25 year old piece of sonar equipment 
aboard the Knorr. 

Ballard added, “‘There is no light at this 
great depth where the Titanic sits and 
very little sea life can be detected. It’s 
quiet and peaceful down there, a fitting 
place for the remains of such a tragedy. 
May it stay that way forever...” Ballard 
said any attempts to salvage the wreck 
would be ‘‘ridiculous’’ and proposed to 
make it a marine memorial. 

Remote equipment would have to be 
used if any attempts were made to raise 
the Titanic where depths create a pres- 
sure of 6,000 pounds per square inch. 
There is no existing mechanical equip- 
ment capable of lifting a vessel of such 
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massive proportions to the surface from 
a depth of 13,000 feet. 

Clive Cussler, author of the novel, 
Raise the Titanic, said, ‘‘Wnen my book 
was published in 1977, | estimated a cost 
of $2 billion to raise the vessel. Today it 
would cost $3 to $4 billion. If nobody was 
willing to spend the money necessary to 
raise the Lusitania or the Andrea Doria— 
both about 250 feet deep—they won't be 
retrieving a ship from 13,000 feet. 

“You would need a king’s ransom in 
order to offset the cost of raising such a 
wreck. Some say the ship's safe contains 
a fortune in jewels, but my research leads 
me to believe this isn’t true. Passengers 
included 10 millionaires ancl many socia- 
lites, but the only loss of any magnitude 
was recorded by a woman who left 
$250,000 worth of jewelry behind. Peo- 
ple aboard the Titanic wereri't stupid. The 
ship remained afloat nearly three hours, 
plenty of time for passengers to pick up 
their jewelry before the vessel sank. Ru- 
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mors say there was gold aboard, but 
none was listed on the ship’s manifest.”’ 
On the other hand, Abilene, Texas oil 
baron, Jack Grimm has led three expedi- 
tions in search of the fancy flagship of the 
White Star Line nicknamed The Million- 
aires’ Special. In 1981 his expedition re- 
turned with what Grimm said appeared to 
show a ship's propeller. Another expedi- 
tion picked up sonar images of what 
might have been a large shipwreck. 
Grimm now considers the U.S./French 
find a confirmation of his discovery. 
‘We have the rights to the Jitanic,”’ 
Grimm says, ‘‘because we gave them the 
benefit of all our information about where 
the ship is. They have no claim to tt.” 
The millionaire’s original intention was 
to commission the A/uminaut, a 51 foot 
long deep-diving submersible, owned by 
Reynolds Metals, to dive on the wreck. 
The A/uminaut is the world’s largest pri- 
vately owned submersible with nine foot 
long exterior arms that can probe inside 
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The Titanic discovery expedition worked from 
the U.S. Navy survey ship, R/V Knorr. 
The remotely operated Argo carried video 
cameras 13,000 feet down to the wreckage. 





a sunken ship to retrieve artifacts. Its use 
is still a possibility. 

“We'll probably dive the wreck and 
salvage what we can,’ Grimm said. Pres- 
ident of Grimm Oil Company, the 58 year 
old adventurer scoffs at the suggestion 
he is just a rich Texan with an expensive 
hobby. ‘‘This is a business venture, just 
like wildcatting for oil,’’ he said. If Grimm 
acquires rights to the Titanic, he will at- 
tempt to locate the purser’s office and 
either verify or disclaim the $200 million 
worth of jewels and precious metals ru- 
mored to be in the ship’s safe. 

None of the 21 present day survivors 
Know for sure what took place in the 
purser's office because most were ba- 
bies or young children when the Titanic 
slipped beneath the sea at 2:20 am, April 
15, 1912. The ship struck an iceberg 100 
feet high that appeared like an apparition 
from out of nowhere on a moonless night, 
April 14. Plowing along at 26 miles an 
hour, the Jitanic veered to port when 
lookouts In the crow's nest spotted the le- 
thal mass of ice looming out of the dark- 
ness. The impact was little more than a 
shudder, hardly felt on the upper decks. 
But the brief encounter tore a gash in the 
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starboard bow 300 feet long, 10 feet 
above the level of the keel. 

Captain Edward J. Smith, who went 
down with his ship, ordered an SOS and 
CQD (Come Quickly, Disaster) over the 
radio. Approximately ten miles away, the 
Californian of the Leyland Line was hove 
to in an ice pack. Her captain, Stanley 
Lord, halted his ship because of fog and 
dangerous icefields. The radioman was 
asleep and had shut down his wireless 
for the night. A deckhand on watch said 
he saw a white rocket in the sky and sent 
word to the captain who was asleep in his 
cabin. But the captain took no action, not 
realizing it was a ship in distress. 

The Cunard liner, Carpathia, 58 nauti- 
cal miles southeast of the radio distress 
signal position, changed heading and 
steamed full speed to the tragic scene to 
pick up lifeboat survivors. By the time the 
Carpathia arrived, the Titanic was resting 
in her deep water grave. 

The very thought of the Jitanic in dan- 
ger of foundering was preposterous be- 
cause she was proclaimed to be unsink- 
able. She had a double thick steel ar- 
mored hull and was divided from prow to 
stern into 16 watertight compartments. 





But, water gushed through the gash in the 
bow faster than it could be pumped out. 
Six of the 16 compartments filled quickly 
with sea water. The transverse bulkheads 
that divided the ship into separate ‘‘wa- 
tertight’’ compartments only reached the 
deckheads. As soon as the gushing wa- 
ter reached that level, it would—like water 
overflowing a bathtub—splash over the 
edge into the next compartment. 

Like a bee stinging a weeping face, 
one misfortune following another, a chain 
reaction dethroned the ‘‘queen of the 
ocean.’ The bow filled with icy waters of 
the North Atlantic, the ship listed and en- 
gines stopped. But the engines, still full of 
steam, hissed a roar into the frigid night 
so loud that passengers could barely 
hear instructions to abandon ship. Al- 
though she carried more than 2,200 pas- 
sengers and crew, the palatial liner with 
11 decks and four funnels—each large 
enough to drive a locomotive through— 
carried only 20 lifeboats. Women and 
children were first as the lifeboats were 
lowered from the mother ship. 

Most of the 1,500 passengers remain- 
ing aboard were cognizant of their fate. 
At 2:05 am, 15 minutes before the ship 














sank, a small band was still playing on 
deck. Thomas Andrews, designer and 
builder of the Jitanic, helped direct pas- 
sengers to the lifeboats and remained 
aboard Britain’s symbol of strength—its 
monument to industrial progress. 

As the forecastle head went underwa- 
ter, the bow dipped deep, forcing pas- 
sengers to run aft to escape the sea. 
When the stern swung skyward, a wave 
surged up the deck gathering everyone in 
its wake. Everything aboard ship that 
wasn't bolted down tumbled toward the 
bow. Boilers broke free and crashed 
through the hull like giant bowling balls 
knocking down everything in their paths. 
High out of the water, the stern revealed 
three mighty propellers that had been 
driven by the ship's three engines only a 
few hours earlier. The titan of the White 
otar Line stood straight up in the air like 
a soldier at attention—then went straight 
to the bottom of the North Atlantic. 

Many heartrending and heroic stories 
evolved from what some historians call 
the “world’s most sensational catastro- 
phe.’ John Jacob Astor, New York real 
estate tycoon, bade goodbye to his wife 
and remained behind. A poor girl from

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Colorado was credited with saving every- 
body in her lifeboat as she took charge of 
the bewildered women and children. She 
was later dubbed, ‘‘the unsinkable Molly 
Brown.’ A German woman in a lifeboat 
was hysterical because she had been 
separated from her six week old baby 
who was wrapped in blankets and old 
clothes. She was afraid somebody would 
throw the bundle overboard because ex- 
tra belongings were not allowed in the 
boats. The mother was reunited with her 
baby aboard the Carpathia. But she had 
been right—somebody was ready to toss 
the bundle overboard, but stopped when 
the crying of a baby was heard. A big 
black Newfoundland dog named Rigel 
saved a lifeboat from being rammed by 
the rescue ship. People in the lifeboat 
were too exhausted to cry out when they 
drifted dangerously close to the Carpa- 
thia’s starboard bow. Rigel, swimming in 
the icy waters, barked a warning, attract- 
ing the attention of the captain and crew. 
All were rescued, including the dog. 
Eighty year old Eva Hart, only seven at 
the time, vividly remembers the tragedy: 
‘My mother had a premonition of disas- 
ter from the moment we set foot aboard 
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ship. As a result of this constant worry, 
she sat up every night and slept in the 
daytime. If my mother had been sleeping 
that terrible night, as my father and | and 
most other people were, | doubt that | 
would be here today. My mother awak- 
ened us and we were some of the first to 
arrive topside. Mom climbed into a life- 
boat and Dad handed me to her and said, 
“Now be a good girl and take care of 
Mummy.” | knew, young as | was, that | 
would never see him again.” 

Eva Hart feels that her father’s grave 
should be left undisturbed, a memorial to 
the human sacrifice and anguish of this 
incredible ordeal at sea. Officials at 
Woods Hole say they have no plans to 
salvage the /itanic. Dr. Ballard says he 
plans to go back and inspect the wreck- 
age next summer in the manned sub- 
mersible, Alvin. 

A U.S. Navy spokesman at the Penta- 
gon says Argo is part of a $2.8 million re- 
search and development project at 
Woods Hole funded by the Navy. He says 
any kind of ocean exploration equipment 
aids submarine technology. A companion 
robot named Jason Is being tested and is

BASIC DESIGN 

The .15mm lens is undoubtedly the 
most impressive of all Nikonos lenses. It 
is larger, heavier and more sophisticated 
than any of its little brothers. The lens is 
constructed of a finely machined alumi- 
num barrel, front and rear flanges, dome 
protector and other metal parts. The en- 
tire assembly is carefully screwed to- 
gether with great precision. 

The front of the lens consists of an opti- 
cal grade glass dome that interfaces with 
the water. Behind it is a complex assem- 
bly of 12 precision ground lens elements 
fashioned into 9 groups. This sophisticat- 
ed lens design allows the Nikonos 15mm 
to be focused down to a minimum dis- 
laice-oLd2 Inehees, © 

Two aluminum control knobs on the left 
side of the lens allow quick adjustment of 
both the focus and aperture settings. A 
three and one-half inch long viewing win- 
dow on the right side of the lens barrel 
provides the user with a clear picture of 
the focus scale, the aperture scale and

tings of one-third or one-quarter f/stop in 
the range between f/8 and f/22. 

The depth of field indicator, also in the 
viewing window, is an ingenious device 
that allows quick calculation of focus 
range for any f/stop at any given dis- 
tance. It is virtually a mechanical calcula- 
tor that provides the user with instant ref- 
erence information. 


NEW VS. OLD 

| found it interesting to compare the 
new version of the 15mm lens with its an- 
cestor. The most noticeable differences 
are the size and weight of the new ver- 
sion. It is definitely larger and bulkier than 
the earlier model, since the entire lens as- 
sembly had to be repositioned outside 
the camera body. The new version is 50 
percent heavier than the older model, 
weighing in at 640 grams. 

Another very noticeable aspect of the 
new version is its short rear lens mount. 
It penetrates the camera body by barely 
one-quarter inch while the old model pen- 
etrated the camera by a full one inch. This 
75 percent shorter mount allows full use 
of the Nikonos V’s automatic exposure 
system and automatic TTL flash function. 
Incidentally, both 15mm lenses will fit all

scene before snapping the shutter. 

A significant advantage of the new ver- 
sion is price: It costs 30 percent less than 
the older version. The new Nikonos 
15mm retails for $1,150 (compared to 
the old version at $1,360) and the new 
viewfinder is selling for $230 (as com- 
pared to $346). One item that has not 
come down in price is the front lens cap, 
it sells for $29. 


CONCLUSION 

In testing the new version of the Ni- 
konos 15mm lens | was once again re- 
minded of the remarkable advantages 
and benefits this lens offers. The ultra 
wide angle of coverage is truly impres- 
sive. This lens covers a picture angle of 
94 degrees, more than twice that of the 
Standard 35mm lens. It allows the user to 
photograph giant objects such as ship- 
wrecks, U/W habitats, whales, manta 
rays or expansive coral reefscapes. No 
other lens does it as well. The pictures 
are undistorted and crisply sharp. 

This ultra wide angle advantage is par- 
ticularly helpful for divers who must work 
in turbid waters. It allows the user to get 
close to the subject and still get all the de- 
tails into the picture frame.

the depth of field indicator. All settings 
can be checked in one glance. 

The focus range of the Nikonos 15mm 
runs from infinity to one foot. The dis- 
tance scale actually goes to 0.7 foot (8.4 
inches), which is the full depth of field fo- 
cus at an aperture setting of f/22. The us- 
er can focus closer with this lens than any 
other Nikonos lens. The focus scale is 
marked off in both feet (for Americans) 
and meters (for the rest of the world). 

The aperture range extends from f/2.8 
(wide open) to f/22 (fully stopped down). 
There are positive click stops at f/2.8, f/ 
4, f/5.6, f/8, f/11, f/16 and f/22. The ex-

Nikonos cameras, but the older version 
will not work in the automatic mode with 
the IV or V. 

One item that is not quite so noticeable 
is the slightly larger (8mm) front lens cap. 
The old version uses a 84mm threaded 
cap while the new version is 8/mm. The 
two are not interchangeable. 

Perhaps the best news is that the new 
15mm lens is slightly better tnan the older 
version. The improved optics and rede- 
signed lens elements help produce 
sharper pictures with slightly less distor- 
tion at wide open apertures. Also, the 
new viewfinder provides a much wider 
picture view than the older version. The 
user now gets to see 110 percent of the

Another magnificent aspect of the Ni- 
konos 15mm is its splendid depth of field. 
At an average aperture setting of f/5.6 
everything. in the picture is sharp from 
two feet to infinity. It is hard to get an out- 
of-focus picture! The Nikonos 15mm is 
particularly useful for action shots and 
setups where a forced perspective tech- 
nique is being employed. 

Whether you are a beginner or an old 
pro, the Nikonos 15mm lens is an abso- 
lute must for the Nikonos bag of tricks.

From Down Under 
Day Trios To The Great Barrier Reef

merican divers visiting Australia are 

sometimes confused and frustrated 
over the location and access to the fabled 
Great Barrier Reef. This giant chain of 
coral reef formations is 40 to 50 miles off 
the Australian coast and is an average of 
10 miles wide. 

Diving conditions inside the Great Bar- 
rier Reef are generally murky and only 
the very outside edge is clear. This out- 
side edge can only be dived from live- 
aboard dive boats or day cruisers operat- 
ing from island resorts (Lizard, Heron, 
Hayman) on the Great Barrier Reef. 

Up until now, reaching the outer edge 
has been impossible for brief excursions. 
However, this situation has changed and 
now visitors can dive this area on a day 
trip or brief overnight stay. 

The Quicksilver is a new high speed 
catamaran that virtually flies over the 
Great Barrier Reef at a speed of 26 knots. 
Operating out of Port Douglas, this Barri- 
er Reef launch offers daily trips to one of 
the most beautiful coral garden areas on 
the northern Great Barrier Reef. 

Port Douglas is a small seaport town 
approximately 35 miles north of Cairns. It 
is less than one hour by car or you can 
ride in an air-conditioned bus. 

Quicksilver departs each morning at 
10:30 am for a 90 minute ride to its spe- 
cial Barrier Reef location. Morning and af- 
ternoon tea (snacks) are served during 
the cruise and guests enjoy a three hour 
stay at the reef, including a tropical smor- 
gasbord lunch. The cruiser returns to port 
at 4:30 pm. 

Quicksilver is a double-deck, all metal 
catamaran with the most modern guest 
facilities, including a freshwater shower, 
galley, sundeck and licensed bar. 

The Quicksilver travels 45 miles NNE 
from Port Douglas to Agincourt Reef, rat- 
ed by marine biology experts as one of 
the most spectacular coral reef sections 
of the Great Barrier Reef. Midway be- 
tween Cairns and the beginning of the 
world renowned Ribbon Reefs, it offers 
maximum visibility. 

At Agincourt, the Quicksilver moors in 
a calm, clear lagoon where it rendezvous 
with both a dive boat and a coral reef 
sightseeing vessel. Non-divers board the 
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edge of the Great Barrier Reef. Thus, divers have the option of day trips to the area 
aboard the swift Quicksilver or can stay overnight after transferring from Quicksil- 
ver to Challenger. Giant clams are common along the Great Barrier Reef. 


Subsee Explorer for a semi-submersible 
cruise among the coral reef formations. 
Divers board a 33 foot pontoon dive boat, 
completely equipped with scuba tanks, 
dive gear and underwater camera rent- 
als. The boat is a certified PADI facility 
under the supervision of divemaster Ker- 
ry Eckersley. The vessel can accommo- 
date up to 20 and provides two tanks per 
day for certified divers. 

For visitors who wish to spend more 
time on the Great Barrier Reef, a recent 
addition has been made to the Agincourt 
Reef operation. The MV Challenger, a 22 
berth divers’ hotel at sea, is now perma- 
nently moored at Agincourt. 

Guests can transfer from the Quicksil- 
ver to the Challenger for an overnight 





stay and continuation of their diving activ- 
ities. Guests are offered night dives in 
such places as The Nursery, a bommie in 
00 feet of water. It is home to a resident 
schoo! of juvenile barracuda, plus a vari- 
ety of turtles, reef tropicals, colorful soft 
corals and unusual hard corals. Under- 
water lights and cameras are available, 
along with a complete selection of rental 
dive gear. The Challenger offers an op- 
portunity for unlimited diving plus three 
meals a day.

ll around, there was nothing 
f'abut an underwater desert. For- 
ty feet below the calm surface, the 
blue light af tequila-clear water 
danced and formed octagonal pat- 
terns on the sand. Could this be the 
Cozumel we had heard so much 
about? All we could see was our 
half dozen diving partners and a 
stray school of gray-black chub. 
The current pushed at our backs, 
making the use of fin or muscle un- 
necessary. We drifted in unison, 
one divemaster showing the way, 
another bringing up the flank. 

At the extreme range of visibility, 
perhaps 200 feet away, a ridge of 
coral came into focus. Sections, 











scattered like two story building blocks, 
formed what appeared to be a near solid 
buttress between the sand and the thick 
ink beyond. The bottom sloped down- 
ward, 50, 60, 70 feet. Colors began to 
snap and shapes became recognizable. 

seafans, gorgonians, 100 anemones 
per coral head and bright orange 
sponges enveloped everything. Dozens 
of iridescent blue and yellow queen an- 
gels swam among the lush overhangs 
and French angels, always in pairs, 
rushed out to greet us. 

Anxious to reach the wall, our tribe be- 
gan to rise, ready to swim over the barri- 
er. Still on the bottom, our divemaster 
vanished. One by one we dropped back, 
taking his lead. Hidden among the thick 
cover, a cavern mouth lay gaping. Inside, 
a school of silvery snapper with bright 
yellow fins hovered in formation. At its 
end, framed by the stark color of the 
deep ocean, our leader motioned for us 
to follow. In pairs we drifted through, 
coming out to meet the edge of the world. 
In front, there was only a northward mov- 
ing wall of water—to either side, a sheer 
cliff face splattered with the hues of an 
ethereal artist and decorated with a multi- 
plicity of bizarre shapes. And beneath, 
there was a precipice so sharp it 
snatched our breaih away. This was the 


ee 


almost everything closes for siesta from 
1:00 to 5:00 pm. Cozumel is purely, and 
proudly, Mexican. 

Cozumel was originally a part of a 
mighty Mayan empire, the shattered ruins 
of which lie in the middle of a thick jungle 
interior. Only a trace of evicience of their 
presence remains. 

Today, life on Cozumel revolves 
around its only city, San Miguel and its 
northern and southern hotel districts. The 
northern region is blessed with fabulous 
beaches, while the city and southern ho- 
tel zone is fronted by craggy ironshore 
rocks. Small beach coves are also 
sculpted in the shore in front of La Ceiba 
and Sol Caribe Hotels. Well to the south 
of El Presidente Hotel, the island be- 
comes a non-stop ribbon of golden 
shore. Its sands meander all the way to 
the lighthouse-appointed southern tip and 
well up the ‘other side.’’ In Cozumel, all 
the beaches are public. Regardless of 
where you stay you are welcome at any. 

Along the seafront, and around the pla- 
Za, you can find a dozen or more very 
good restaurants. Menus are unusually 
economical and the quality at most is ex- 
cellent. At some, you can enjoy an au- 
thentic Mexican (not Tex-Mex) dinner, in- 
cluding drink and tip, for $3 or $4. At oth- 
ers, a lobster feast with wine is only

Cozumel we had heard so much about. 

Tucked at the western edge of this 
deep azure sea, less than a dozen miles 
from Yucatan, Cozumel does little to re- 
mind you of the rest of the Caribbean. To 
be certain, there are beautiful beaches 
and tail rattling palm fronds. The aquama- 
rine water laps gently at the shore with 
the same intoxicating sounds as else- 
where and the trade winds blow. But 
here, there is something different. Instead 
of reggae-hard lyrics, the sounds of Latin 
guitars and the rhythms of salsa music 
dance across the cobblestoned plazas. 
Greetings are a polite buenas dias in the 
morning and buenas noches in the eve- 
ning. Ladies shyly tuck their heads and 
smile when spoken to by a stranger and 





slightly over $10. If you are in a mellow 
mood, try Pepe’s Plaza, El Foco or 
Pepe’s Grill. For a bit more sophistica- 
tion, try Morgan's or Grips. If you're in a 
wild mood, then it must be Carlos ‘n 
Charlies where the waiters dance, toss 
you a towel and shoot a stream of wine 
at your mouth from five feet away! One of 
the more exotic seafood restaurants, 
Acuario, has a 30 foot seawater aquari- 
um filled with reef fishes and moray eels 
in the middle of its dining room. Tanks full 
of nurse sharks and turtles are in the 
backyard. If you must have American 
food it will have to be Pizza Rolandi, Ka- 
ren’s Pizza or the Sports Page where you 
can get all the latest sporting news and 
watch your game via satellite on giant TV. 


And, after dinner, the discos at Neptuno 
and Scaramouche will keep you awake 
well past the time you ought to be in bed. 

At least one day during your stay must 
be set aside for seeing the island. Getting 
around Cozumel is simple, and reason- 
ably priced. Taxi fare from either hotel 
district to San Miguel is only a few dollars 


— for up to four persons. Trips to the ruins, 


southern lighthouse and beaches on the 
opposite side of the island are more, yet 


still very affordable. Cars can be rented - 


from any of nine major international or lo- 
cal rental agencies by the day or week. 
The most popular autos offered are VW 
bugs and jeeps. A fun way to see the 
sites is via moped. A word of caution, 
however, travel only in pairs. Not be- 
cause you are in any physical peril, but 
because mechanical breakdowns are not 
uncommon. It is a very long walk from re- 
mote parts of the island back to your ho- 
tel. There are no roadside telephones. 


Northeast of the airport, down a 
packed limestone road, are the ruins of 
San Gervasio. Easily found, it covers well 
over 100 acres. The jungle tries everyday 
to reclaim what has been cleared. Built 
over 1,500 years ago, little of the build- 
ings remain, a monument to the Maya 
disappearance. In 1519 Cortez con- 
quered the Maya at this site before sailing 
on to take all of Mexico. Thinking he was 
bringing them civilization, he leveled their 
temples and shrines to build churches. 
Mexican guides can show you the major 
points of interest. 

A more substantial Mayan building is 
left standing (although marred by the 
hands of tourists who cannot stand to 
view history without carving their names 


on it) at the southern end of the island. 
Following the main highway until it runs 


almost into the sea, turn south on an ad- 
venturesome ungraded sand road. A 
small stone shrine with even smaller 
doors sits against a tall sand dune. The 
Tumba de Caracol, ‘‘conch’’ ruins, it is 
said to have been built as a navigational 
aid and ceremonial temple. After your ex- 
ploration, continue to the end of the road. 
Here, you can climb the 127 steps to the 
top of the lighthouse. 


Between San Miguel and the light- 


house lie the beaches of Playa Maya, 


San Francisco and Palancar. Backed by 
thick stands of coconut palms, several 
thatched hut restaurant/bars serve up 
Cozumelian and Yucatecan delicacies. 
They are strictly open air facilities. Fresh 
fish, tortillas, chicken, ribs and pastries 


are laid out in a family buffet. Nearby, vol-. 


leyball nets are strung among the palms 


and sea grape trees. Al one, a gangly, - 


three foot tall, Coca Cola drinking spider 
monkey named Juanito (‘little Juan’’) sits 
perched in the branches of a low, 
slanting coconut tree. When approached, 
he rushes down the trunk, turns his back, 
looks over his shoulder and points. He is

At shrimp oe inside their pale pink 
tentacles. The faces of some corals have 
been weathered and flattened by the cur- 
rent, allowing reddish pink boring 
sponges to overtake their surfaces. 
French and gray angelfish follow each 
group, constantly begging for a treat. 
Filefish hang on the edge of coral bluffs 
and slip into darkened openings when 
divers approach. With care, you ean coax 
them out again for some photo sessions. 

Along the way, four foot long groupers 
weighing up to 100 pounds and more 
wait fo ambush food bearing divers. You 
see them on the horizon, hovering as if at 
the start of a race. Then, one by one, they 
zoom toward your group, veering away 
only at the last second. Don't tease them 
if you don't have a treat—they bite! If you 
come prepared, they will put on a show 
for as long as the food lasts. But when it 
is gone, so is the show. 

Santa Rosa Wall is considered by 
most to be Cozumel's second best dive 
area. Beginning less than 20 yards down, 
it drops to a depth of several thousand 
feet. Numerous overhangs jut deep into 
the wall offering temporary shelter from 
the current’s motion. Tame grouper are 
common and ‘sleeping’ sharks have 
been observed in the caves. It is normally 
dived at a depth of 80 feet but large fans 
of lacy gorgonians decorate the entire 
face. Fish life is not abundant, but like a 
diamond at the end of a beautiful neck- 
lace, it is more than enough to make the 
reef sparkle. 

Palanear is unquestionably the mos 
popular dive on the island. More than 
three miles long, it is divided into seven 
sections making it impossible to see all of 
it in a single visit. Palancar Gardens, 
Little Caves, Horseshoe, Palancar 
Caves, Ladrillas, Pinnacles and Deep 
Palancar ail share formations similar to 
santa Rosa, but have their own distinc- 
tive characteristics.

consider visibilities of less than 100 feet 
poor. It can go as high as 250 feet owing 
to the reefs proximity to the stream of 
deep open ocean water. 

Newly added to Palancar, a tall statue 
of Christ called the Sacred Protector of 
the Ocean stands among the corals. Af- 
ter being transported all over Mexico for 
blessing, the metallic sculpture was per- 
manently placed near the edge of the 
precipice. With hands upraised, it is a 
dramatic addition to this reef. 

Shallow Columbia runs inside its 
deeper walled counterpart. Coral but- 
tresses begin in depths of less than 30 
feet with sheets of silver and yellow snap- 
per hovering among the heads. As you 
drift its length, the coral climbs closer and 
closer to the surface, finally coming to 
within only a few yards. Against a rich 
blue background, fattened stands of elk- 
horn coral point their unusually small 
branches away from the prevailing flow. 

Columbia is among the most impres- 
sive sites on the island. At places, large 
two story coral mounds sit in irregular 
patterns separating the deep wall from 
the shallow sand. Anemones are thick 
and a unique cover of leafy algae grows 
over any non-living patch. Plate-like cor- 
als compete for space and schools of 
queen angelfish parade between the 
mounds. If you swim down any of the 
sand chutes the wall drops away into 
what appears to be a bottomless blue 
abyss. The current is always quick, mak- 
ing it imperative you stay with your group. 
The sensations are unique. Like a squad- 
ron of gliders, you flow with the liquid 
wind, your fins used only for steering. 

At the end of this string of reefs, Mara- 
caibo is directly south of the lighthouse. 
itis sometimes called a high voltage dive 
and during the months of spring the sight- 
ing of sharks is not uncommon. Many 
shops display photos of the ‘‘sleeping’’ 
bull sharks that some say are regularly 
found at this location. Currents are often 
very strong and diving should be at- 
tempted only with a very experienced 
divemaster. Close attention must be paid 
to depth and direction since the next stop 
to the north is Cuba! It is not regularly vis- 
ited owing to its distance from the hotel 
zone but special arrangements can be 
made for groups of experienced divers. 

Accommodations on the island can be 


| found to fit virtually any requirement. Ow- 


ing to the devaluation of the Mexican pe- 
so against the U.S. dollar, prices, even at 
the best hotels, are very affordable. 

In a cluster at the northern end of Co- 
zumel you can find several of Mexico's 
most luxurious hotels. The Club Cozumel 








Caribe, Mayan Plaza, Cozumelano, Ca- 
banas del Caribe, Playa Azul, Cantarell 
and Mara can all be found on an exotic 
stretch of sand. At the Mayan Plaza, and 
others, Mexican guitars and the sounds 
of Latin music serenade while you enjoy 
a swim-suited lunch beneath poolside 


canopies. At the Club Cozumel Caribe, 


which has one of the best beaches on the 
island, you can leave your wallet at home 
once you ve checked in. A membership 
(included with your reservation) entitles 
you to almost all the activities of the club. 
You don’t even pay for drinks. 

Near San Miguel, Galapago inn, Casi- 
tas La Plaza and Barracuda are all popu- 
lar with divers. Smaller hotel properties, 
the Galapago and Barracuda are right on 
the ocean, while the Casitas La Plaza is 
three blocks away. Between town and the 
southern hotel district, La Perla and Villa- 
blanca are also on or across the street 
from the sea. 

Clustered near the international cruise 
ship pier, La Ceiba, Sol Caribe and Div- 
ers Inn are among the most popular ho- 
tels owing to their closeness to the reefs. 
La Ceiba and Sol Caribe are excellent 
luxury hotels offering a great number of 
amenities, including tennis. La Ceiba has 
its own shopping plaza, car and motor 


bike rental and is on the ocean with a 
small beach. Close to the reef, its dive 
boat pier is one of the busiest on the is- 
land with divers from many hotels using 
it for beach entries. The Divers Inn is 


much smaller and economically priced. A | 


mile or so farther to the south, El Pre- 
sidente is also a quality, luxury property. 
Flights to Cozumel are numerous and 
available from many parts of the U.S. with 
connections through several hub cities. 
Continental offers quick, direct service 
from Houston. AeroMexico also serves 
Houston, while American flies from Dal- 
las/Ft. Worth, Mexicana flies from Miami 
and United from Chicago. If you are plan- 
ning a visit to the Mexican mainland, ser- 
vice is available to Mexico City, Merida, 
Cancun, Playa del Carmen and the Ma- 
yan ruins of Tulum and Chichen Itza. 
When you fly to the island, do plan to 
leave one thing at home: any sense of 
schedule or urgency. You are going 
away to a place where people do not get 
in a hurry and likely do not suffer from 
ulcers. Manana_ is the key word. 
Cozumel: The people are gracious, the 
diving is great, the food and fun are nice 
and the price is right! Come to think of it, 
there's probably a plane leaving later to- 
day. Catch it. >

catching boat rides to visit the best wreck 
diving in America. 

The North Carolina coast, long known 
for its history and natural beauty, is com- 
posed of three prominent capes—Hatter- 
as in the north, Lookout in the middle and 
Fear in the south; a well-known stretch of 
barrier islands collectively known as the 
Outer Banks; numerous shifting inlets; 
several offshore islands; many resorts; 
and beautiful secluded beaches. Each of 
the three capes has shallow, shifting 
shoals extending many miles out to sea. 
The shoals, with their ever-shifting bot- 
toms and treacherous currents, along 
with hurricanes, cold fronts, war, fog and 
accidental collisions have accounted for 
hundreds of ships coming to rest on the 
ocean bottom off the North Carolina 
coast—so many, in fact, that the area is 
known around the world as the Grave- 
yard of the Atlantic. Ironically, out of the 
misery that gave rise to the graveyard, 
another kind of life is proliferating. 

The source of this life is the Guif 
Stream. The warm, northerly flowing cur- 
rent, often referred to as a “river in the 
ocean,’ flows up from the Caribbean 
past North Carolina. It swings closer to 
shore in the spring and summer and 
brings with it much of the tropical marine 
life divers are accustomed to seeing in 
the Florida Keys and the Bahamas. Beau- 
tiful and colorful organisms are abundant 
on the many wrecks in these waters. 

Wrecks off the northern third of the 
coast are subject to different diving con- 
ditions than those off the middle and 
southern coasts. Roughly speaking, 
Cape Hatteras is the dividing line. North 
of Hatteras, wrecks lie in cooler waters 
because of the influence of the Labrador 
Current, which flows south to meet the 
warm Gulf Stream. There, the opposing 
currents turn away from shore and flow 
into the North Atlantic. Marine species 
found on wrecks in these waters are cold

The British 
Splendour was a tanker torpedoed dur- 
ing WW.II. It sank upside down in 110 feet 
of water. The Dixie Arrow is another 
tanker that was torpedoed in 1942. It lies 
broken up in 90 feet of water. 

The tanker, F.W. Abrams, inadvertent- 
ly struck a U.S. Navy mine in 1942 and 
came to rest in 85 feet of water. Depth 
charged extensively by the Navy as a ha- 
zard to navigation, the wreck is very bro- 
ken up. 

Several popular wreck sites are south 
of the Abrams. The Proteus was a pas- 
senger ship that sank in a collision with 
another vessel in 1918. The USS Tarpon 
was a WW |i American submarine that 
sank while being towed to Baltimore. The 
Keshena, an ocean tug, struck a mine off 
Hatteras and sank in 1942. 

Other wrecks in the area include the 
Unis, a small coastal freighter sunk in the 
early 1800s in 70 feet of water, as well as 
the Empire Gem and Australia, both tor- 
pedoed by U-boats in 1942. 

Ocracoke is one of the most pictur- 
esque places on the North Carolina coast 
and should be included in a visit to this 
area. Accessible only by boat or small 
airplane, all of the island is a part of the 
Cape Hatteras National Seashore except 
for 775 acres that make up Ocracoke vil- 
ue on 1 Silver Lake.

west down the coast, the Cape Hatteras 
National Seashore ends and the Cape 
Lookout National Seashore begins. Like 
the wrecks offshore, the Cape Lookout 
National Seashore is accessible only by 
boat. The offshore area between Ocra- 
coke and Cape Lookout Shoals to the 
southwest contains several good wrecks. 
The diversity of diveable wrecks here is 
the greatest anywhere along the coast 
and includes the Tamaulipas, Atlas, 
Amagansett, Caribsea, Ashkhabad, 
Portland and Thistleroy. 

Near the Al/as is the ocean fishing ves- 
sel, Amagansett, which sank in a storm in 
1964 and came to rest in 130 feet. The 
Caribsea and the Ashkhabad were 
freighters that were torpedoed in 1942. 
The Caribsea rests in 85 feet of water and 
the Ashkhabad in 55 feet. 

The Portland and Thistleroy were two 
freighters that sank on Cape Lookout 
Shoals, the former in 1943 and the latter 
in 1911. The Thistleroy is in 20 feet of wa- 
ter, extensively broken up and covered 
with coral growth. The Portland lies in 55

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The Papoose and Naeco are in deeper 
water more than 30 miles from shore. 
The U-352 was the first German U-boat 
to be sunk by the Coast Guard during 
WW II. Depth charged, the sub sits at 115 
feet about 20 miles from shore. The HMS 
Bedfordshire and the Senateur Duha- 
mel were two British armed trawlers 
loaned to the United States to fight the U- 


| boats early in WW Il. The Bedfordshire 


was torpedoed and sank in 105 feet off 
the tip of Cape Lookout Shoals. She was 
literally blown out of the water and not 
much remains of the vessel. The Sena- 
teur Duhamel collided with another ves- 
sel in the Morehead City shipping lanes 


| in 1942 and sank in 65 feet of water. 


The USS Schurz was a German-built 
naval cruiser confiscated by the U.S. Na- 
vy prior to the American entry into WW |. 
Originally named Geier, the vessel was 
on duty off Morehead City when it was 
accidentally rammed by an American 
tanker. It sank in 110 feet of water. 

The Sulolde sank in 1943 after striking 
the submerged hulk of the W.E. Hutton. 

The Fenwick Island was an ocean 
fishing vessel that sank in 65 feet of wa- 
ter. It lies intact on its port side. 

Closer to shore, in shallow water, is the 
wreck of the Theodore Parker, a WW || 
liberty ship sunk as an artificial reef. 

Southwest of Cape Lookout and about 
35 miles offshore New River inlet are 
three superb wrecks, the Cassimir, Nor- 
mannia and Esso Nashville. 

South, in the Cape Fear area, there are 
many nearshore and several offshore 
shipwrecks. Wilmington was an important 
Confederate port during the Civil War and 
many Confederate blockade runners 
were run aground in the area while being 
chased by Union blockaders. There are 
several blockade runners and a few 
blockaders sunk close to shore in the surf 
zone along the stretch of coast from north 
of New River Inlet to southwest of Cape 
Fear. The Modern Greece, Fanny and 
Jenny, USS Peterhoff, Bendigo, Hebe 
and Phantom are Civil War vessels sunk 


| in this area. 


Offshore wrecks in the Cape Fear vi- 
cinity are quite interesting and present 
some of the very best dives this part of 
the coast has to offer. The wreck most of- 
ten visited is the John D. Gill. Sunk in 
1942 by the U-758, the tanker was the 
largest ship to be sunk off the North Caro- 


|| tina coast during WW I. 


The Alexander Ramsey was a WW | 
liberty ship sunk near Masonboro Inlet off 
Wrightsville Beach in 50 feet of water as 
another artificial fishing reef. 

Offshore the southernmost part of the 
coast, southwest of Frying Pan Shoals, 
are three good wreck dives in relatively 
shallow water with good visibility. The 
George Weems lies in 40 feet of water 
near the tip of Frying Pan Shoals. 

On the southwest side of the shoals are 
the wrecks of the Mount Dirfys and the 
Raritan. ~s

he traditional way to take a dive vaca- 

tion is either from a land-based resort 
aboard a custom boat designed for day 
charter or to live aboard a boat generally 
set up to accommodate 12 to 24 divers. 
There is another alternative that may be 
considered in the Virgin Islands, an alter- 
native perhaps more intimate and per- 
sonalized; the crewed charter of a luxuri- 
ous private yacht. 

The United States and British Virgin Is- 
lands comprise some of the world’s best 
cruising grounds and it is no surprise that 
some of the world’s finest yachts are 
based there. There are scenic beaches; 
lush volcanic isles; secluded and protect- 
ed anchorages; a balmy subtropical cli- 
mate; exceptional diving with clear water, 
good reefs and several great wrecks; 
consistent trade winds for spectacular 
sailing and cool evenings; and an island 
infrastructure capable of handling a huge 
fleet of boats from repairs to provisioning 
to efficient charter liaison. Among the 
most successful of the charter agencies 
is Regency International Yacht Charters. 
At Yacht Haven Marina in St. Thomas, 
Regency represents a fleet of more than 
300 fully crewed yachts and is able to of- 
fer some very specific and knowledge- 
able advice when it comes to choosing 
the yacht and crew for your dive/cruise 
adventure. Regency represents both 


tical side there is expansive deck space 
for sunbathing; a modern and efficient 
galley under the direction of chef Bonnie 
Gneiser who consistently turns out gour- 
met fare; a watermaker; a compressor 
and full complement of tanks and scuba 
gear; a 20 foot Seacraft chase boat with 
a 185 hp outboard for both waterskiing 
and dive ventures; an inflatable chase 
boat; and a dive platform. 

Based in Roadtown Harbor in the Brit- 
ish Virgin Islands, La Buscadora is usual- 
ly crewed by Captain Skidmore, chef 
Bonnie, first mate Jeff Gneiser and stew- 
ardess Sarah Sheard. The boat will 
accommodate four passengers and the 
level of service is very high and friendly. 
The normal charter is one week and will 
typically include some of the best British 
Virgin Island dive sites such as the 
Rhone, the Indians, Deadchest, Peter |s- 
land, the Invisibles, the Dogs, North 
Sound at Virgin Gorda and Cooper |s- 
land. Since the group is small and the at- 
tention so one-on-one, the specific itiner- 
ary and number of dives per day is very 
flexible. The boat will usually cruise at 
about ten knots, but since the islands are 
clustered so close throughout the Sir 
Francis Drake Channel we were never far 
from a good dive site or anchorage. 

The boat is quite stable at anchor and 
the platform comfortably sturdy. The 


style, incorporating his love for the sea 
and sailing with his interest in and affec- 
tion for people. Having vacationed on a 
crewed sail charter in the Virgin Islands, 
Rik knew where and what he intended, 
but he was missing an essential ingredi- 
ent, the boat. After considerable research 
he decided the Irwin 52 footer was the 
ideal vessel because of its luxurious inte- 
rior, Spacious guest accommodations 
and sailing abilities. He set about having 
one built to his very demanding specifica- 
tions, even living near the yacht works in 
order to oversee all stages of construc- 
tion. The resulting vessel, the Flute, has 
evolved into a superb charter boat for two 
couples and is one of the most popular 
charter boats working out of the Yacht 
Haven Marina in St. Thomas. 

One of the unusual features of the Flute 
is the similarity of accommodation be- 
tween the foreward and aft staterooms. 
Since the majority of Rik’s guests are two 
couples, it was important that neither feel 
slighted and with these accommodations 
it is apparent none will. Each stateroom 
is air-conditioned and has a head and 
shower, translucent ports for fresh air, a 
light, drawers and closet, and a spacious 
double bed. The main saloon is all teak 
and carpet and the adjacent galley is bet- 
ter equipped than most homes. The cul- 
sine is the province of first mate Lee Ann

power and sail boats, and during a recent 
trip to the Virgin Islands we had the op- 
portunity to experience superlative exam- 
ples of each.

She is impressive even at first glance. 
La Buscadora (The Searcher) is 74 feet 
of teak elegance with a hull laid down in 
1941 as a prototype to the PT boats and 
an interior and superstructure completely 
renovated in 1978. From the gleaming 
brightwork to the evident skill of the 
ship's carpenters, from the immaculate 
engine room to the spotless galley, from 
the fully equipped bridge to the state-of- 
the-art stereo and video center, La Bus- 
cadora is obviously a labor of love. Cap- 
tain Russ Skidmore has been involved 
with the restoration and charter of the 
vessel for more than seven years and his 
efforts have created one both elegant 
and functional. 

On the elegant side there is wall-to-wall 
carpeting, track lights, individually adjust- 
able air-conditioning, whirlpool bath, dou- 
ble beds and showers and head for each 
of the two guest staterooms. On the prac- 


power is 110 volts, 60 cycles and there 
are plenty of outlets in the staterooms for 
charging strobes and lights. While | 
wouldn't classify La Buscadora as a dive 
boat, she is a luxury yacnt admirably 
suited to diver convenience. Captain 
Russ is an enthusiastic diver and an in- 
structor and has a thorough knowledge 
of the best dive sites in his home waters. 
Of course, there is more to a successful 
charter experience than the physical as- 
pects of the charter boat: By the time you 
spend a week on a boat, the personalities 
of the crew are of equal import. La Bus- 
cadora could be operated as a formal 
and stuffy charter with intentional dis- 
tance between guests and crew, but in- 
stead the atmosphere is friendly and re- 
laxed. After a few days it’s as if your 
friends had invited you to their home, ex- 
cept that the food is very likely better, the 
service superior, the Surroundings more 
opulent, and the dive potential greater.

La Cessa and it is of impeccable quality. 
The Flute claims to be the most publi- 
cized Irwin yacht in the world, and Rik 
showed me numerous magazine articles 
from the ship’s library written about 
guest’s experiences aboard the charter. 
Not only were the articles consistently 
glowing with praise, but each raved 

about the cooking. |’ll have to concur. 
The Flute offers several options to the 
traveling diver. A compressor has just 
been installed so the vessel is very self- 
sufficient in terms of dive itinerary. How- 
ever, most of the best diving is within a 
range in the British Virgin Islands that is 
also serviced by Underwater Safaris from 
Tortola. This permits guests to dive di- 
rectly from the Flute or to rendezvous 
with one of the day charter boats from 
Underwater Safaris should a special ser- 
vice like E-6 film processing, underwater 
photo instruction, a resort course, rental 
scuba equipment or even a full certifica- 
tion course be required. One of Underwa- 
ter Safaris three custom boats will meet 
sailboats at their anchorage, the divers 
will transfer boats and zip off to one of the

Sunset House is not only on the 
best diving side of the island, it is also 
just a few minutes from the beautiful, re- 
built Owen Roberts airport. After check- 
ing through customs, you take a five-min- 
ute cab ride to Sunset House. Get 
checked in, unpack your gear bag and if 
you are not tired from your travels you 
could be underwater in just a few more 
minutes. If you wish to explore the island, 
Budget Car Rental is just a few minutes 
away or they can deliver a car to you. 
You can shop at the lovely boutique right 
at Sunset House or you can walk to 
Georgetown, where you will find many 
beautiful duty-free items. The restaurants 
and beaches of world-famous Seven Mile 
Beach are all less than ten minutes away. 

Sunset Divers, the Sunset House dive 
store, is managed by Ron Levanas, who 
was named Manager of the Year at the 
1985 DEMA convention. Ron can supply 
all your equipment needs, including 80, 
71.2 or 50 cubic foot tanks. If your regu- 
lator needs an adjustment, Dan Morris 
can handle the job. 

A typical day begins at 9:00 am when 
you board one of the three boats for a 
two-tank boat dive. The 31 foot Sundiver

can take up to 16 divers and the 36 foot 
Eagle Ray and Leopard Ray can take up 
to 20 divers each. The boats pull into a 
protected slip near the seaside bar and 
you step aboard from the ironshore. 
These boats are designed for easy div- 
ing. Most of the boat is open deck space, 
with large benches along the sides. There 
is a convenient dive platform aft and a 
small bow deck for sunning. The main 
deck is covered for protection from the 
sun. Ron Levanas, Barry Baker and the 
other divemasters give excellent pre-dive 
briefings and chart the dive profile on a 
large chalkboard. The trip starts with a 
poll of the divers to find out where they 
have already been and where they would 
like to go. We dove with Pat Davis and 
David Wolf and were impressed with their 
cheerfulness and professionalism. 

The first dive is usually on a wall and 
may be a well-known Cayman site, such 
as Trinity Caves, Big Tunnel or Orange 
Canyon or it may be one of Sunset Div- 
ers’ many special sites south of George- 
town. We were amazed at the beauty of 
Armchair Reef with its huge basket 
sponges, yellow tube sponges, red finger 
sponges and friendly angelfish. Table 
Rock has elkhorn corals, caves and crev- 
ices, tunnels and deep seafans. Eagle 
Ray Rock features beautiful soonges and 
lush marine growth. 

The second dive is shallower and may 
again include a well-known site such as 


the Oro Verde, Eden Rocks or the Bal- 
boa. Or divers may request special sites 
farther south where few operations travel. 
If you're tired of the regular Cayman 
sites, these and Sunset Divers’ other 
spots will pleasantly Surprise you. 

After the two tank boat dive, most peo- 
ple head for the seaside bar for a hearty 
lunch such as chicken, burgers or fish 
and chips and plan their afternoon. If you 


have a group of three or more people, 
you can arrange for an afternoon boat 
dive. You may, however, prefer to enjoy 
the easy beach diving. Just step off the 
ironshore and you're in 15 feet of water. 
The bottom slopes gently downward and 
is covered with small coral heads, gor- 
gonians and sponges. Swim out a couple 
hundred feet and you'll probably be 
accompanied by an angelfish. Getting out 
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of the water is also easy. A three-rung 
ladder is attached to the vertical iron- 
shore wall. 

Once you've tried the shore diving by 
day, you may wish to try it by night. You 
and your buddy simply check out tanks 
ahead of time and dive at your leisure. 
Night diving from a boat is available for 
Six Or more people. The bar is open until 
1:00 am, SO you Can even enjoy a late 
snack when the dive is over. 

A large saltwater pool, with a passage 
to the sea, has been cut into the iron- 
shore. Smooth cement walkways con- 
nect the pool to the resort so it’s conven- 
ient to use. The pool is an excellent place 
for scuba or snorkeling instruction or for 
a warm-up dive. When you're ready, you 
can swim through the cut to the ocean. 

If you want a diving vacation, Bonnie, 
Adrien and Sunset House are a delightful 
combination. While researching this arti- 
cle, we were So impressed we decided to 
move the Jim and Cathy Church U/W 
Photography Courses to Sunset House in 
1986.

The sheer 
quantity of marine life and the quality of 
the fishing established a clientele for the 
Chub Cay Club in the early years. It has 
evolved into a first class hotel and marina 
and now, with the addition of Neal Wat- 
sons expertise, the dive services are 
steadily expanding as well. 
Neal Watson has become famous in 
the dive industry, not only for his daring 
personal exploits and charisma, but also 
for his sound business acumen. One of 
the principles that has made his dive op- 
“ erations on Bimini and Andros so suc- 
cessful—and is now at work in Chub 
Cay—is the concept of complete packag- 
ing of an entire vacation.

Chub Cay is also very popular with 
boating enthusiasts and during the sum- 
mer boating season, the large 76 slip fa- 
cility is often filled to capacity. With a 
deep nine foot draft, its spectacular

amenities include: landscaped grounds: 
fuel dock: laundromat: screened in fish 
cleaning room; a weil stocked. commis- 
sary; dockside dive shop with air fills, 
scuba and snorkel gear rental and sales 
and underwater camera rentals and 
sales. Chub Cay is a luxuriously snug 
harbor for visiting mariners. 

The hotel is just steps away from the 
dive shop and features clean and com- 
fortable air-conditioned roorns equipped 
with color cable TV, refrigerator and pri- 
vate bath. The freshwater swimming pool 
is just outside the guest rooms and the

Cay guest list. Last summer Chub Cay — 
hosted underwater photo schools by both 
Gale Livers of Ikelite and Paul Tzimoulis 
of SKIN DIVER, a fact that may be consid- 
ered testament to the quality of the under- 
water photographic potential and the 
convenience of dive sites not more than 
15 minutes away by boat. 

Like many of the finest Caribbean des- 
tinations, Chub Cay diving is character- 
ized by a shallow reef, an intermediate 
reef and a wall. The wail starts at 80 to 90 
feet and is quite vertical and adorned by 
massive tube sponges, orange elephant 
ear sponges at the lip, heavy concentra- 
tions of black coral and magnificent pop- 
ulations of pelagic species. The Chub 
Cay Wall is a predictable cruising ground 
for eagle rays, turtles, large barracuda, 
amberjack and horse-eye jack. While the 
depth of the wall dive doesn’t afford 
much bottom time, its excitement and di- 
versity can cram a week's worth of exhil- 
aration into 20 minutes. 

The intermediate reef is the ideal envi- 
ronment for fish activity. The reef general- 
ly consists of dense, high profile corals 
either in a honeycomb or spur and 
groove configuration. it is packed with 
both fish and invertebrate life. An exam- 
ple of this type of reef is Oasis, which has 


been developed into a fish feeding station 


with congregations of Nassau and tiger 


grouper, Bermuda chub, Atlantic spade- 


fish, coneys, chromis and even a playful- 
ly tame nurse shark often in attendance. 
Ganyons and Caves is equally exciting 
for the fish photographer with depths in 
the shallow sand flats at 15 feet and a 
fairly vertical coral face dropping from 20 
to 40 feet. Here may be found a wide va- 
riety of angelfish, spadefish, barracuda, 
baitfish, grouper, sergeant major, Bermu- 
da chub, triggerfish, moray eels and 
many other Garibbean tropicals in gener- 
ally calm water with visibility often ex- 
ceeding 100 feet. 

There is plenty of shallow reef suitable 
for both scuba or snorkel around Chub

It became the 
proud owner of one of the most famous 
shipwrecks in recent maritime history. 
While it may be smaller in stature, the 
Mercedes | is one of the few ships to 
equal the public notoriety of the Andrea 
Doria. She has been seen by an estimat- 


ed 100 million television viewers and she 


is the only ship to attract more than 
20,000 spectators to her official sinking. 

In a period of four months this ship be- 
came somewhat of a local folk hero to the 
residents of South Florida. Now she has 
ascended to the honored position of div- 
ing’s most popular shipwreck. The Mer- 
cedes | is a celebrity. 








EARLY HISTORY 

The Mercedes | is 34 years old. She 
was designed and built in Hamburg, Ger- 
many. Constructed as a typical European 
coastal freighter, the ship was launched 
piso. |. : 

Her design was simple but efficient. 
The steel hull measured 197 feet in length 
with two giant cargo holds dominating 


_ two-thirds of her forward section and a pi- 


lot house and crew's quarters occupying 
the stern. 

The Mercedes | began its maritime ca- 
reer freighting general cargo between 


European ports in the North Sea area. 





=ventually, she was sold to a Venezuelan 
firm, Navieras del Caribe of Caracas. 


PALM BEACH BEACHING 
The Mercedes would have probably 


lived out her life in obscurity had it not 


been for a fateful storm on Thanksgiving 
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day weekend of last year. On Friday, No- 
vember 23, 1984, the Mercedes | was 
torn loose from her anchorage and swept 
shoreward in a violent storm. She ended 
up high on the beach, next to the pool of 
an oceanside mansion owned by Palm 
Beach socialite Mollie Wilmot. 

The freak location of this oddball ship- 
wreck captured the attention of Ameri- 


ca's television networks and news media. 
The ship was high and dry on the beach. 

Media coverage continued to intensify 
as the stubborn ship refused to budge. 
Weeks turned into months as salvage 
specialists toiled with the problem of re- 
moving the Mercedes | from its Palm 
Beach perch. One hundred five days af- 
ter her stranding the shipwreck was final- _ 





ly dislodged by the Donjon Marine Com- 
pany, a New Jersey salvage company. 
The job cost $223,000 and was paid for 
from a Federal fund for oil spill prevention 
and control. This fund was created by 
federal tariffs on petroleum shippers and 
port terminals. 


FINAL VOYAGE 
In a surprise move, the salvaged hulk 














of the Mercedes was purchased from 
Donjon for $29,000 and towed to Fort 
Lauderdale. Fort Lauderdale wanted the 
shipwreck more than the residents of 
Palm Beach. Arrangements for this trans- 
action were orchestrated by Steve 
Summerville, artificial reef coordinator for 
the Broward County Environmental Quali- 
ty Control Board. Summerville's job is the 





creation of artificial reefs by sinking ships 
and barges off the Ft. Lauderdale coast- 
line. The Mercedes / was purchased with 
money from the Florida Boating Improve- 
ment Fund, created from state boat regis- 
tration fees. 

News of the Mercedes / purchase 
quickly spread and the community 
pitched in. The Fort Lauderdale Port Au- 
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The 197 foot long freighter Mercedes | was 34 years old when she washed up on the beach in a wealthy Palm Beach neighborhood. 
The ship was towed to Ft. Lauderdale, where local divers donated their time to clean her up. On March 30 this year the Mercedes 
! was towed out to sea and sunk off Ft. Lauderdale beach in 97 feet of water. Today she serves as an artificial reef. 


thority donated dockage space for the 
time needed to prepare the ship to be an 
artificial reef. Fort Lauderdale area dive 
stores donated cash for cleaning materi- 
als and tools. The South Florida Scuba 
Divers Club donated 2,000 man hours to 
the actual cleanup of the ship and the re- 
moval of dangerous debris. The ship was 
Stripped down and hatch covers were re- 
moved. Large exit holes were cut in her 
sides and interior bulkheads to prevent 
diver entrapment. The final touch was 
painting exit areas inside the vessel, 
pointing the way out for divers. 

On March 30, 1985 the Mercedes | 
was towed out to sea and positioned di- 
rectly in front of the main length of Fort 
Lauderdale beach. Preparations for the fi- 
nal send-off were arranged by the Brow- 
ard County Bomb and Arson Squad that 
carefully placed 350 pounds of TNT in 
strategic locations throughout the hull of 
the ship. 

While 500 boats and 20,000 specta- 
tors looked on, the Mercedes / went to 
the bottom in a sheet of flames and a 
plume of smoke. It was a most spectacu- 
lar climax to South Florida's greatest 
maritime saga. 


THE WRECK TODAY 

Today, the Mercedes | rests quietly on 
the seafloor, one mile offshore Fort Lau- 
derdale. Her short lived television career 
has come to an end. The ship has now 
begun another chapter, serving as an ar- 
tificial reef for a multitude of schooling 
fish and marine life. 

The wreck is approximately 1.2 miles 
north of the intersection of Sunrise Boule- 
vard and Route A1A—right in the middle 
of Fort Lauderdale’s fantastic, six mile 
long sandy beach. She is within clear 
sight of the city’s skyline of highrise ho- 
tels and condominiums. In fact, | could 
actually see the location of the Mercedes 
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/ from my hotel room window at the Holi- 
day Inn/Ft. Lauderdale Beach. It seems 
everyone Is cashing in on the new ship- 
wreck bonanza and Holiday Inn is no ex- 
ception. This 12 story highrise beach ho- 
tel now offers a special Mercedes dive 
package that includes room, breakfast 
and two dives per day. It includes free 
transportation from the hotel to the dive 
boat, plus tanks, backpacks and weight- 
belt. In order to book this package the 
diver simply calls (800) 772-3483. 

The ship lies in 97 feet of water on a 
sand and coral bottom just east of Fort 
Lauderdale’s coral reef line. She sits per- 
fectly upright, almost as though she were 
at anchor. On a clear day, snorkelers can 
see the wreck from the surface. 

Charter boats from several Fort Lau- 
derdale dive shops, plus a number of in- 
dependent dive charter boats run regular 
trips to the Mercedes. Hardly a day goes 
by without at least one dive boat anchor- 
ing over the wreck. 

For my visit | chose to dive from the Pro 
Diver, a 42 foot custom built boat oper- 
ated by Capt. Bill Cole of Professional 
Dive Schools of Florida. This dive shop 
has two branches; one in Pompano 
Beach and one at the Bahia Mar Yachting 
Center in Fort Lauderdale. The store 
management schedules at least five 
dives weekly on the Mercedes /!, from 
Tuesday through Sunday. The Pro Diver 
and her sister ship, Experience, have 
made more than 300 visits to the Mer- 
cedes | so far. 

Diving conditions on the Mercedes can 
vary considerably. Visibility can range 
from poor to excellent, depending greatly 
on the tide, currents and surface condi- 
tions. A poor day on the wreck might 
yield only 30 foot visibility, while a good 
day could result in 100 feet. Average visi- 
bility is generally 50 to 60 feet. 

Perhaps the trickiest part of diving this 


wreck is the current. On some days, there 
is none whatsoever, while on other occa- 
sions there might be a strong current on 
the surface and a moderate one on the 
wreck. | made four dives on the Mer- 
cedes / over a four day period and en- 
countered a strong current on only one 
occasion. It takes an experienced skip- 
per to determine where to anchor the 
boat and how to dive the wreck. Some- 
times it is a drift dive, especially when the 
current is running strong. 


MARINE LIFE 

Each of my four visits revealed another 
facet of this intriguing wreck. It was hard 
to believe that a simple steel hulk could 
become such a storehouse of marine life. 

The wreck lies parallel to the beach 
with its bow pointed north. Quite often, 
the current flows from north to south, as 
the Mercedes | is in an eddy current loop. 
| found the current works in favor of the 
divers, as it helps to attract great num- 
bers of schooling baitfish. These, in turn, 
attract predators such as jacks, bonito 
and barracuda. 

Descending the anchor line, my first 
glimpse of the Mercedes /! was a ship 
enveloped in a cloud of swirling baitish. 
The entire stern seemed to be alive with 
four inch silversides. Several formations 
of bluerunner jacks cruised above the 
baitfish, poised in a feeding mode. As | 
settled beside the stern rail, the action 
began. The jacks would dash into the 
churning mass of baitfish, picking off 
slower moving victims. They repeated 
this tactic over and over again, gorging 
themselves on the shipwreck smorgas- 
bord. | must have watched this ritual for 
a full five minutes, mesmerized by the 
Speed and fury of the feeding jacks. 

The decks of the Mercedes / are now 
carpeted with a layer of algae and en- 











crusting marine life. | was amazed at the 
incredible abundance of arrowcrabs, 
which seemed to inhabit every crevice 
and corner of the deck. There were hun- 
dreds of them and | made a mental note 
to return to the wreck with a macro fram- 
er on my next visit. 

The outside of the wreck seemed to be 
the most appealing for this is where all of 
the fish and marine life congregated. In 
addition to five large schools of baitfish, 
| encountered queen angelfish, midnight 
parrotfish, creole wrasse, French angel- 
fish, orange filefish, rock hind and many 
other tropical reef species. The Mercedes 
! has become a magnet for marine life.

Perhaps the most fascinating occu- 
pants of the Mercedes / are the barracu- 
da. At least four or five of these stately 
creatures inhabit various parts of the 
ship. The smaller ones seem to like cruis- 
ing the quiet zones of the wreck’s cargo 
hold and wheelhouse. 

The king of the wreck is a four and one- 
half foot barracuda that hovers just above 
the ship’s bow. This proud creature ap- 
pears unafraid of divers and is the easiest 
to photograph. | found | could approach 
to within two feet of this splendid fish 
without forcing him to retreat. At first, | 
thought this ’cuda encounter was a lucky 
fluke. Yet when | returned on the next 


day's dive, he was still there—maintaining 
a vigil in the exact same spot. 

My last dive on the Mercedes / was 
nostalgic. It was like saying goodbye to 
an old friend. Each dive had been better 
than the last, as the weather and visibility 
had continually improved. | had also 
come to know the wreck very well and 
discovered that each group of fish had its 
own area of wreck real estate. 

As | started up the anchor line for the 
last time, it occurred to me that the Mer- 
cedes | had fulfilled its destiny. It had be- 
come precisely what everyone had 
hoped—an absolutely splendid artificial 
reef. >t.

The surprise was Anse Chastanet’s 
sumptuous setting and a spectacular cliff- 
side view of the Pitons and the Caribbean 
beyond the volcanic sand cove below.

The topside of St. Lucia is equally exot- 
ic and lush, constantly beckoning you 
away from the beach with spice and flow- 
er-scented breezes and promises of mar- 
velous scenes.

suddenly awake from a dead sleep to 

the roar of the twin diesels of the Down 
Under, a dive boat from Barnegat, New 
Jersey. AS we glide out of our mooring 
the anticipation of a dive just three hours 
away tantalizes me. | leave the warmth of 
my sleeping bag briefly to take a peek out 
the window and see Old Barney light- 
house in the dim light of dawn. It’s so qui- 
et only a few gulls and some diehard fish- 
ermen are on the rockpiles. Most of the 
commercial boats are already out for a 
hard day's work. After checking the con- 
ditions of the tricky Barnegat Inlet, | return 
for a rocky but fulfilling three hours’ sleep 
as the diesels clamor on. Our destination: 
the Esso tanker SS A.P. Resor. 

The Resor was a modern looking (for 
her day) armed tanker. Widely publicized 
in 1935 when built, she set a new stand- 
ard in the shipping industry with an over- 
all length of 445 feet, six inches. With two 
D type Foster Wheeler boilers and an Al- 
lis Chalmers cross compound turbine en- 
gine she could do 12.7 knots. 

On acold night, February 26, 1942, the 
Resor was struck twice in the midsection 
by torpedoes from a German U-boat. 
With a cargo of 78,729 barrels of fuel oil 
bound via Baytown for Fall River, Massa- 
chusetts, she had no chance of survival. 
Burning furiously out of control, she of- 
fered little chance for her crew to escape. 
Of her 50 officers and crew only two sur- 
vived. The Resor drifted, on fire, until she 
was recovered by the Navy tug Saga- 
more. On February 28 she sank to her fi- 
nal resting place, 32 miles east of Barne- 
gat Inlet, in 125 feet of water. 

It's a half hour before we reach our 
destination. | get up, wake my dive bud- 
dy, Tom Packer, and begin to pull on the 
layers of long underwear | wear under my 
drysuit. Within minutes the grapnel is 
hooked into the wreck of the Resor. With 
a quick check of our equipment my bud- 
dy and | are over the side. Swimming to 
the anchor line, I'm amazed at the 60 foot 
visibility. We've hit just the right day. Visi- 
bility in the North Atlantic can vary from 
60 feet to as little as six inches. 

As we descend, silhouettes begin to 
appear below us. As | touch the canted 
decking at 70 feet one quick look around 
tells me exactly where | am. To my left is 
a four inch diameter gun, disarmed forev- 
er and pointing at the sand. To my right, 
twin ventilator stacks reach for the sur- 
face. I’m on the starboard stern of the

Pinkerton Agency’s involvement with a 
gold shipment could ever be confirmed. 
| don’t think there was gold aboard the 
Dean Richmond. But who knows,’ Kozak 
smiled, ‘‘someday somebody might shat- 
ter my theory.” 

Theories of what constitutes a historic 
shipwreck; should Admiralty Law be ap- 
plied to historic wrecks; and what nation- 
al standards might be adopted for historic 
shipwrecks, ran rampant in panel discus- 
sions held during the four-day session. 
No conclusion was ever reached on how 
to define a historic shipwreck. Admiralty 
Law is still favored by most salvors and 
sport divers, while a national standard for 
shipwreck exploration, salvage and pres- 
ervation remains an academic argument 
with little practical value or meaning. 

The most practical aspects of the sym- 
posium were the wreck diver and archae- 
ological diver certifications offered to 
qualified applicants. Four open water 
shipwreck dives, classroom instruction 
and hands-on use of equipment for sur- 
vey and excavation work were included 
in the package. Mike Mitchell, Hollywood, 
California said: ‘The hands-on part of the 
archaeological diver certification was 
great. | learned how to use a magnetome- 
ter and how to map, grid, excavate and 
preserve a wreck. We dove on a 19th 
century steamship and three 20th century 
wrecks including the Mercedes /.”' 

Mike’s diving buddy, Bruce Hector, 
Van Nuys, California said: ‘We learned 
the ABCs of doing an archaeological sur- 
vey. We learned how to date and identify 
wrecks and how to implement metal de- 
tectors and sidescan sonar. Personally, | 
gained a great knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of shipwrecks from the classes and 
actual experience. 

Experience, practical application and 
precise methods were the major con- 
cepts stressed by pioneer salvage diver 
Marty Meylach who spoke on magnetom- 
etry. Meylach, author of the classic Dou- 
bleday publication, Diving to a Flash of 
Gold, took the audience through a step- 
by-step search for objects under the sea 
bottom through the use of magnetic sur- 
veys. Meylach made discoveries off Pa- 
dre Island, Texas, then used an old map 
and magnetometry to locate galleons of 
the Spanish treasure fleet of 1733, sunk 
in a hurricane off the Florida Keys. 

Locating shipwrecks was one highlight 
of the symposium program, while photo- 
graphing them was another. Paul Tzimou- 
lis, of SKIN DIVER Magazine, taught div- 
ers how to photograph their favorite ship- 
wrecks. Using slides of wrecks in Truk 
Lagoon, the Virgin Islands, the Nether- 
lands Antilles and other parts of the 
world, he demonstrated long, medium 








and close-up shots. Various cameras and 
lenses were discussed as well as con- 
cepts of romantic images of shipwrecks 
in intriguing and awesome settings. Many 
divers were able to put these helpful hints 
into immediate use several hours later 
when they dived on the sunken freighter, 
Mercedes |. 


Peter Hess, Dover, Delaware, was 
lauded for his talk on the China Wreck, an 
English ship that sank in the Delaware 
Bay in the late 1800s. Loaded with tron- 
stone chinaware—commonplace earth- 
enware of little value—the ship became a 
popular sport diving site only 50 feet 
deep. But Indian River Recovery Compa- 
ny recently placed a claim on her, upset- 
ting sport divers who have been salvag- 
ing an occasional cup, saucer or plate 
from the wreck for the past 15 years. 
Sport divers have formed Ocean Watch, 
an organization that is fighting to retain 
the right to dive on this wreck of no ap- 
parent value. Hess says the courts will 
decide the outcome of the dispute. 

Chuck Mitchell, Key Largo, Florida dis- 
played his popular Noon Cannons, sal- 
vaged in 1968 from the galleon Nao San 
Ignacio. Seven inches long, weighing two 
pounds each, the miniature cannons 
were used to signal the ship’s pilots to 
take their noon sun sighting. The cannons 
are so unique and rare that Mitchell 
keeps them in a bank vault, but consents 
to display them on special occasions. 

Sandy McKinney and her son, Sean, 
also provided a special display. Using an 
electrolytic bath, they showed how to 
clean and restore silver coins found on 
the Atocha site. Some of the coins, black 
and unidentifiable, were restored on the 
spot to a shiny, legible condition. Many of 
them dated back to the 1600s and had 
been salvaged a little more than a week 
prior to the symposium. 

Divers from all over the United States 
and Canada enjoyed the symposium 
sponsored by the Marine Archaeological 
Advisory Council of the Broward County, 
Florida Historical Commission. Divers 
came from other Countries too, including 
England, Australia, South Africa and the 
Dominican Republic. 

Jeff Pollard, this year’s symposium co- 
ordinator, and Bill Raymond, last year’s 
organizer, were pleased with the out- 
come and offered special thanks to the 
Tourist Development Council. Kassy 
Keyes, Ft. Lauderdale freelance writer 
said: “‘If this was the Second Greater Ft. 
Lauderdale Shipwreck Symposium, | 
can't wait for the third! It was educational 
and entertaining. It assembled sport div- 
ers, salvors and marine archaeologists 
for films, lectures, dives and discussions 
that fostered understanding and appreci- 
ation for all shipwrecks. I’m looking for- 
ward to it again next summer.’

the diver experiencing ear clearing diffi- 
culty seeking a diving ENT doctor. Realis- 
tically there are only a handful of such 
physicians in the entire United States. 

Our best advice to these callers is often 
to locate a reputable ENT and offer 
DAN’s number as a resource if the doctor 
has questions. 

Part of the problem of compiling a di- 
rectory or list of diving physicians is that 
of credentialing. Currently there is no 
credentialing of diving physicians. The 
Undersea Medical Society is attempting 
to address this problem. Initial plans call 
for testing of physicians who are not in 
the practice of diving medicine. They 
would then be available for referrals for 
examination of divers, not for the treat- 
ment of diving accidents. It must be re- 
membered that questions of legal liability 
are involved in credentialing and whenev- 
er a referral is made to another physician. 

Why are there not more hyperbaric 
chambers and diving physicians? The 


r 





answer is that there is not an overwhelm- 
ing need and simple economics. There 
are no more than 620 dive injury treat- 
ments per year for the whole U.S., Cana- 
da and Caribbean and the busiest cham- 
bers at Catalina, California and Miami, 
Florida, treat only about 50 patients each 
per year. 

This constitutes neither a national 
health problem large enough to institute 
diving medicine in health care education 
nor a means of earning a living. However, 
the cost to society for the loss of produc- 
tive persons and the health maintenance 
of disabled divers can easily run in the 
millions of dollars. 

Most hospital based chambers exist to 
provide hyperbaric oxygen therapy 
(HBO) for non-diving related problems. 











GREAT DISTANCE AND GREAT 
EXPENSE 

No hospital or physician makes a lot of 
money from treating divers. Worse, many 
divers have skipped paying their hyper- 
baric treatment bills or their health insur- 
ance has refused to pay. 

In spite of divers not paying their bills, 
and the disruption in the schedule of pay- 
ing HBO patients, most chambers contin- 
ue to voluntarily accept DAN'’s referrals. 
However, a few have begun to deny div- 
ers for financial or logistical reasons. This 
is of great concern to DAN and other div- 
ing physicians. DAN is presently investi- 
gating insurance for divers. 

The treatment, and especially transpor- 
tation of an injured diver, can be extreme- 
ly expensive. The bill for hyperbaric treat- 
ment can range from $500 to $1500 for 
a single standard treatment table. How- 
ever, if several treatments are given, or if 
physical therapy is involved, the bill can 
add up quickly. There will be extra charg- 
es for a chest x-ray, routine lab work, 
hospital bed, doctors fees, emergency 
room charges, etc. anytime a diver enters 
a hospital. The following figures give a 
sample of a routine treatment of an in- 
jured diver who recovered in three days:

This assumes this individual received 
free transportation to the chamber, had 
no further lab, critical care or physician 
fees. Now let’s add an air ambulance 
evacuation from the Caribbean, two 
nights in a critical care bed, a week of 
HBO treatments and four weeks of physi- 
cal therapy as an inpatient.

The above is a worst case scenario. It 
is conceivable that a diver who responds 
well to an initial treatment will have a bill 
well under $2,000, which is certainly less 
than the delivery of a healthy baby or mi- 
nor surgery. Only a handful of diving inju- 
ries a year require the expensive inter- 
ventions outlined above. 

Generally, most health insurance will 
cover hospital and hyperbaric charges if 
provided within 72 hours of the injury in- 
cident. However, insurance may not cov- 
er that $10,000 air ambulance ride. 

Why does the air transport of a diver 
cost so much? Why can’t the military or

Coast Guard provide transport? Fixed 
wing air transport of a diving casualty is 
sometimes necessary because of the 
long distance between the few available 
chambers. This is particularly true in the 
Caribbean where long distances sepa- 
rate the diver from help. It is expensive 
because the diver must avoid a cabin alti- 
tude greater than 1,000 feet (most air- 
lines are pressurized to 8,000 feet). Few 
aircraft can pressurize to sea level and 
those that can must fly lower. This burns 
more fuel and increases the cost. 

The Coast Guard and military have 
such aircraft but are prohibited by law 
from competing with private enterprise, 
such as a private air ambulance compa- 
ny. The Coast Guard and military have 
provided transport to indigent civilians in 
life or death situations. What constitutes 
indigent or a life or death situation, how- 
ever, is not always clear. The military and 
Coast Guard have regularly provided hel- 
icopter transport of divers when the dis- 
tance has been under 300 miles. The 
ability of the Coast Guard and military to 
provide assistance to divers varies from 
location to location. 

Generally, transportation arrange- 
ments are the biggest time delay factor in 
any dive accident once the injury has 
been recognized. Because of this and the 
reasons above, DAN is investigating air 
ambulance insurance for divers. Several 
companies do provide air ambulance in- 
surance but most cost over $100 per in- 
dividual per year. 


RECOGNITION OF SYMPTOMS 

While transportation arrangements can 
cause a delay of several hours in the 
management of a dive accident, lack of 
recognition of symptoms can cause a de- 
lay of days or complete failure to recog- 
nize the diving injury. This may result in 
ineffectual treatment or no treatment at 
all. Why are such symptoms not recog- 
nized early? Symptoms are recognized 
late or not at all because of a lack of 
knowledge on the part of health care 
workers and divers. Divers have tradition- 
ally expected a diving accident to be a 
worst case scenario €.g., an unconscious 
diver coughing up blood, having convul- 
sions and perhaps requiring CPR. The 
bends is thought of as excruciating pain 
in the joints. These situations are rarely 
the case. Most victims of a diving acci- 
dent are walking and talking but may 
have modest pain or weakness, numb- 
ness or tingling. Often the discomfort is 
not so great that someone would seek 
emergency care or even not go to work. 
Nevertheless, the person has a dive inju- 
ry and needs treatment. These divers will 
often wait 24 hours or several days be- 
fore deciding they have a problem.

Physicians and health care workers 
have difficulty recognizing diving related 
symptoms because they have not been 
trained to look for them. With fewer than 
1,000 injuries and deaths from diving per 
year, health care associations and edu- 
cation programs see no reason to pro- 
vide education in diving medicine. 

What can be done to aid early recogni- 
tion of diving injuries? Divers should read 
the DAN Manual and carry both it and 
their membership card to dive sites. DAN 
members should encourage other divers 
to join DAN and help provide local emer- 
gency rooms and rescue personnel with 
information on DAN and the DAN Manual. 


GROWTH OF THE SPORT 

Finally, the sheer growth of the sport is 
a factor in the diving accident problem. It 
is a credit to the diving industry and the 
diving public that the accident rate has 
remained stable while the population of 
certified divers has doubled in the past 
five years. 

With the number of divers growing and 
recreational diving spreading across the 
globe, it will become increasingly impor- 
tant for all involved in diving to keep div-

24th Cave Diving Workshop 
Tests New Equipment 
And Techniques

ranford, Florida, near Gainesville, of- 
fers what is considered to be the best 
freshwater diving in the world. Springs in 
the area discharge the clearest, purest 
water in the country. There are artifacts to 
find, caverns to explore and, with no 
waves or surf, the diving conditions are 
what every diver dreams of. We had 
come here to enjoy the diving, but we 
were part of a group of more than 150 
cavers and cave divers who traveled 
from as far as Canada and France to at- 
tend the 24th cave diving workshop. Our 
purpose, specifically, was to meet with 
some of the foremost divers in the field to 
develop techniques for rescuing cavers 
and cave divers from flooded caves. 
The National Speleological Society 
(NSS) was founded in 1941 to promote 
the systematic exploration and conserva- 
tion of caves. The Cave Diving Section, a 
suborganization of the NSS, was formed

in 1973 to cater to the needs of the cave 
diving community. Since that time, the 
NSSCDS has sponsored a workshop 
twice a year. The workshop includes lec- 
tures and films on subjects ranging from 
dry caving to diving physiology, as well 
as organized dives. The latest equipment 
also makes its way to the workshop, in- 
cluding diver propulsion vehicles and su- 
per powerful underwater lights. The day 
wraps up with the semi-annual business 
meeting, where section policy is made, 
money is allocated and officers and com- 
mittee chairmen are selected. 

This season, the two days following the 
workshop were set aside for the Interna- 
tional Sump Diving Rescue Seminar. The

Discussion 
included the use of these devices and 
methods and resources for constructing 
new ones. Actual rescue techniques, in- 
cluding the transportation of the victim 
and protection from cold, were also dis- 
cussed.

cavern at Ginnie Springs to try out the 
new equipment and techniques. 

Our goals were to test the equipment 
and its usefulness in cave diving and 
cave rescue. Divers equipped with full 
facemasks and underwater communica- 
tors towed the dry tube and dry bag from 
place to place in the cavern while talking 
to their dive partners underwater. These 
dry containers were used extensively in 
the Mexico expedition to transport food 
and camping equipment into the cave for 
the explorers. Their application to cave 
rescue is the same except that here the 
supplies are to be used by the victims 
rather than the divers. 

The dry containers worked quite well. 
The rigid tube was easier to handle un-

derwater, since its buoyancy doesnt 
change with depth as did that of the flex- 
ible bag. However, the bag is easier to 
transport through the dry portions of a 
cave. These factors, along with the par- 
ticular requirements of the rescue, would 
determine which is more suitable. 

The following day involved in-water 
practice with a simulated victim. We were 
to decide upon a rescue technique to be 
applied to a hypothetical problem. The 
first problem could be considered the 
‘worst case’ situation: An unconscious 
victim with a possible neck injury is be- 
yond a sump and must be removed from 
the cave. The victim is first secured to a 
backboard to immobilize the head and 
neck. A tank and regulator hang beneath 
the victim, who is positioned face-up and 
breathing through a full facemask. The 
facemask has several advantages. First, 
it is not possible to lose the air supply 
since it is securely attached to the face. 
Next, the mask provides for much easier 
breathing, even in the face-up position. 
Also, a U/W communicator can be used 
with the mask to allow the rescue diver to 
monitor the victim's breathing or to con- 
verse with a conscious victim. 

Our volunteer victim was equipped as 
described, then submerged and carried 
about the open water portion of the 
spring. Unfortunately, a problem with the 
fit of the mask resulted in it flooding and 
cut the time underwater shorter than 
planned. This situation made us aware 
that the fit and seal of the mask must be 
assured, especially when visibility is limit- 
ed and the rescue diver cannot maintain 
total awareness of the status of the mask. 

Although this particular scenario was 
not successfully resolved, the techniques 
were found to be sound and the prob- 
lems are easy to look for and overcome 
in a real situation. Hence, we began the 
next scenario. This dive was planned to 
allow the use of alternate techniques as 
well as to permit the divers to practice 
with equipment that would be more readi- 
ly available in an actual rescue situation. 
The victim was placed in a plastic, roll-up 
stretcher commonly used by fire/rescue 
services. The tank was also placed inside 
the stretcher and the victim breathed 
from a standard scuba regulator that was 
adjusted to provide easier breathing in 
the face-up position. During this dive, we 
transported our victim through the cavern 
at the spring, more accurately simulating 
a real cave rescue. Dr. Noel Sloane was 
pleased with the results of this dive, stat- 
ing that it was very easy to carry the vic- 
tim underwater and at the same time 
maintain total awareness of the situation. 

At the conclusion of the two days, the 
participants were filled with confidence in 
their abilities, along with respect for the 
reality of possible upcoming rescues.

New ideas were also inspired by the 


practice work in Florida. Undoubtedly, 
the participants will later be equipped 
with special drysuits for victims, new dry 
tubes, dry bags and life support systems 
tailored to this type of activity. More im- 
portantly, however, new techniques, 
which were only theories in the past, are 
now ‘tried and true.’’ Hopefully, these 
techniques will not have to be used often, 
but when and if they are used, a rescue 
can be approached with more organiza- 
tion and less risk than in the past. >.

i Claes taste!"’ ‘“‘Less filling!” 

: SO goes the dialogue in the 
popular television commercials extolling 
the virtues of a certain brewed beverage. 
In the world of regulators, the dialogue 
could go something like this: 

‘More airflow!”’ ‘‘No freeflow!’’ 

These characteristics are the goals of 
most designers. But regulators with high 
airflow rates are often temperamental 
and will freeflow if placed in the wrong 
position. When a product comes along 
that delivers all the air needed by a work- 
ing diver at depth, but is well behaved 
otherwise, that’s news. 

These seemingly mutually exclusive 
characteristics are contained in a regula- 
tor just introduced to North America by 
an Italian company called GSD. The ini- 
tials stand for the names of the founders, 
Gatti, Stradella and Daniele. Although not 
exactly household names in American 
diving circles, GSD has won respect in 
Europe with an advanced line of diving 
and life support equipment. You might re- 
member their earlier regulator, the Spin- 
naker. It had two second stages and was 
used by Nick Nolte in the motion picture,

The Deep. GSD is now making a deter- 
mined bid in the U.S. market with another 
unconventional regulator, the S-300. 
What makes it unconventional? Its pilot 
valve second stage works off only 60 
pounds intermediate pressure. It is small 
and light, with an exhaust deflector that is 
mounted upside down. The result is easy 
breathing and high airflow with no free- 
flow tendency. 

GSD was founded in 1967 in Avegno, 
Italy, about 25 miles from Genoa. Its initial 
product was the Smeralda mask, the first 
to use a molded plastic frame. Most of to- 
day's masks are made this way. But 
sport diving comprises only half the com- 
pany's business. It makes fire fighting 
and life support systems under contract 
to the Italian government and the Europe- 
an Common Market. It also produces 
commercial diving equipment, including 
a bandmask that has been tested to 500 
meters (more than 1,500 feet). The first 
stage of the bandmask is exactly the 
same as that used on the Spinnaker and 
has been continued without change on 
the S-300. It is essentially a conventional 
first stage, operating on the balanced dia- 



















phragm principle. The most unusual fac- 
tor is its low intermediate pressure: 60 
psi. Most regulators today are set from 
120 to 145 psi. The S-300’s balanced 
chamber, pilot valve second stage makes 
this low pressure operation possible. 

Two additional features set the GSD 
first stage apart. A spring-loaded pres- 
sure relief plug is set to release air if inter- 
mediate pressure exceeds 140 psi. If this 
happens, air will continue to flow to the a 
second stage while the excess is vented. | 
The blowout plug is necessary because 
the pilot is a tilt valve. Its upstream design 
prevents it from acting as a safety valve 
in overpressure situations, as is the case 
with a downstream second stage. 

The second unusual feature is a swivel 
assembly containing four low pressure 
ports. Combined with a swivel on both 
ends of the regulator hose, the diver can 
easily customize the position of the regu- 
lator.on the tank. The swivel assembly 
can be moved to the opposite end of the 
first stage if desired or a second assem- 
bly with four more ports can be added. 

The small size of the S-300’s second 
stage is owing to its departure from tradi-

tional lever design. Instead it has two bal- 
anced chambers, activated by the diver’s 
inhalation. As the outer diaphragm bends 
inward, a light plastic tilt valve opens that 
creates an imbalance between the cham- 
bers. The tilt valve thus acts as a ‘power 
switch,’ decreasing pressure in the inter- 
mediate chamber. This causes a second 
diaphragm to flex, allowing air from the 
first stage to enter the system. The only 
moving part is the tilt valve; everything 
else works in a static manner and Is not 
subject to wear. 

In case of a second stage malfunction, 
a freeflow will occur that will still provide 
the diver with air. The only factors likely 
to cause such a problem are foreign mat- 
ter (such as sand grains) blocking the 
equalization port in the second dia- 
phragm or excessive wear on the seal of 
the tilt valve. 

The outer diaphragm doubles as an ex- 
haust valve. A conical plastic support al- 
lows the middle of the silicone diaphragm 
to actuate the tilt valve, while the outer 
edge can unseat for exhalation. In most 
regulators the exhaust valve is below the 
intake. Therefore, air must be blown 
downward and out the exhaust tee for ex- 
halation. By using the diaphragm itself as 
an exhaust valve and replacing the con- 
ventional tee with an open silicone de- 
flector, exhalation effort is decreased. 

At first glance, the exhaust deflector 
looks as though it were installed upside 
down. It sits above the regulator housing 
and looks like a rubber moustache. How- 
ever, it works. 

As a matter of fact, the entire GSD S- 
300 system worked so well that we sub- 
jected it to two additional rounds of tests, 
in the lab and in open water, to try and 
discover what makes it tick. First, it was 
taken to 100 feet and subjected to heavy 
breathing. The harder | breathed, the 
more air seemed to flow. It was at least 
the equal of my comparison regulator. 
Score one for GSD. 

| couldn’t make the S-300 freeflow 
more than a few bubbles and in every 
case it shut itself off with the mouthpiece 
still facing upward. Most sensitive regula- 
tors would freeflow until the mouthpiece 
was turned down. Purging was ridicu- 
lously easy. The second stage is so small 
that nearly no water is there to purge. The 
slightest exhalation does the job. In fact, 
if you inhale slowly, the air will bubble 
through the water without an initial exha- 
lation. For lazier divers, the purge but- 
ton’s strong blast is almost overkill. 
Score more points for GSD. 

There was no water leakage in any po- 
sition, even upside down. This qualifies it 
as a dry breathing regulator. Because of 


the pilot valve design, breathing effort re- 
mained the same regardless of body po- 
sition. Most single hose regulators 
breathe much harder when the diver is on 
his or her back. Position had no percepti- 
ble effect on the S-300. 

The combination of an open exhaust 
deflector and using the diaphragm as an 
exhaust valve made exhalation nearly ef- 
fortless. The tee is so small you don’t no- 
tice its upside down position. It doesn’t 
get in the way, even when you hold your 
nose to clear your ears. 

It's hard to find fault with the GSD S- 
300. Perhaps the hose is a little short. Its 
hiss is louder and a bit more mechanical 
sounding than a conventional regulator. 
When just sipping air, a higher initial 
(cracking) effort is felt. Sometimes it 
tends to stutter a bit when sipping. But 
with normal, or above normal demand, 
the air flows freely and easily. 

The high cracking threshold provided 
the clue to the mystery of its unusual 
breathing characteristics. As the saying 
goes, ‘There ain't no free lunch.”’ In reg- 
ulator design, you've got to give up 
something to eliminate freeflow. The GSD 
people gave up low cracking effort. It 
takes a bit more to get the S-300 started, 
but once it is the power assist takes over 
and air comes freely and profusely. The 
time you want high airflow is when you're 
working hard at depth—and this regulator 
provides it. 

One question remained: Why is the in- 
termediate pressure set at only 60 psi, 
when other manufacturers set theirs at 
140 and above for better performance? 
To find out, | attached the S-300 second 
stage to my 140 psi first stage. Perfor- 
mance was terrible. Cracking effort in- 
creased and so did the stuttering effect, 
this time with normal breathing. That an- 
swered the question. Since the tilt valve 
works upstream, it opens against inter- 
mediate pressure. The higher that pres- 
sure, the more force is needed to open it 
and keep it open. It needs low pressure 
to work effectively. Consequently, the 
second stage must be mated to a GSD 
first stage. Mixing octopus second stages 
is not recommended. 

GSD’s S-300 is an unusual regulator 
with high-performance breathing and 
without many of the idiosyncracies that 
often accompany that feature. It comes in 
a polyethylene carrying case with spare 
O-rings and a detailed instruction manu- 
al, which even leads you through disas- 
sembly of the second stage. Retail price 
is $300.
